Incomplete registration for the fall session today gave 
the college an enrollment of 2,145 in all departments. 
Authorities stated that enrollment figures are expected to 
top 2,300 before the final registration date Saturday, 

Although no definite information was available on 
the enrollment of students by parishes, the registrar's of- 
fice books show that students are registered at the college 
this term from every point in Louisiana with the north- 
western section of the state leading in number of students 
attending. 

♦ Correspondence and Extension 

In addition to the campus en- 
rollment of residence students, 
514 teachers of the state are en- 
rolled in correspondence and ex- 
tension classes this term through 
the division of extension at the 
college. Additions to extension 
classes are expected to bring the 
off-campus enrollment to 1000 
students during the session. 

Residence students are enrolled 
in 167 separate classes represent- 
ing 14 professional curricula de- 
signed to train teachers for every 
position in the public schools of 
the state. Enrollments in com- 
merce, English, education, science, 
history and physical education 
lead those in other subjects of- 
fered by the college this term. 
Orientation Course 
First-year' students have been 
enrolled in a required orientation 
course scheduled to meet twice 
weekly for the first six weeks of 
the fall quarter. The course is 
listed under the department of 
sociology and is being taught by 
members of the faculty from var-

Bookstore Renovated 

Last but far from least, are the 
many improvements on the book- 
store. The book room has been 
lengthened, new counters and 
show cases are now in use and 
an extra door added to facilitate 
students in buying and renting 
books. To sum up the midsummer 
construction boom, Louisiana 
State Normal merely had another 
part of its face lifted in the gen- 
eral beautification program. 
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Loyal Demon fans were bemoaning the lack of en- 
thusiasm shown by the student body in two "Pep Meet- 
ings" held before the Centenary game last week and were 
seeking a solution to a problem which is becoming peren- 
nial in most of the colleges of the country. Those who 
attended the meeting last week were but a small fraction 
of the enrollment of the college and the ''pep" demonstra- 
ted was scarcely enough to raise the dust on the empty 
seats. 

With the thrilling "moral victory" over Centenary last 
Saturday, the Normalites demonstrated a reversal of form 
which should go far in spurring the footballers on to 
victory this season. The regrettable feature of the new 
enthusiasm arises out of the fact that it was the winning 
football team which inspired the students to demonstrate 
a little college spirit rather than true college spirit inspir- 
ing the football team to win. 

True school, spirit is evidenced even more when a 
team is hitting the rough spots than when it is riding the 
crest of a wave. May the school spirit inspired by last 
week's game be a reincarnation of the good old "do or 
die" spirit rather than a temporary inclination to "yell 
while we're winning" attitude.

PROGRESS 

With the publication of this first issue of the Current 
Sauce for the 1937-1938 school year, the staff is proud to 
present the largest student newspaper ever printed in the 
53-year history of the college. Three years ago a new 
regime was instituted at the college which has shown 
steady improvement from year to year and likewise the 
Current Sauce has attempted to keep in step with the 
modern trend in college journalism. 

Fifteen years ago, the official publication of the Lou- 
isiana State Normal college was a small four column pa- 
per of four pages. In the fall of 1923, the paper was en- 
larged to five columns per page. The paper remained the 
same size until the fall of 1934 when it was enlarged to 
six cohTmns of printed matter with more pictures repro- 
uced than ever before. During all this time the paper was 
printed on what is known as glazed or "book paper" 
which is now generally used only for high school news- 
papers. With this issue, the Current Sauce introduces 
"newsprint" paper under the theory that there is nothing 
quite so old as yesterday's newspaper. 

Despite the fact that the Current Sauce has been in- 
creased in size this year the cost of the paper to students 
has not been raised. 

With the introduction of a newer and larger paper, 
the staff in turn introduces a policy which it hopes to fol- 
low consistently throughout the year. Believing that a stu- 
dent newspaper should be the coordinating agency be- 
tween opposing students factions and administrative of- 
fices, the staff will endeavor to support that which it be- 
lieves to be desirable and oppose that which it feels to be 
detrimental to the best interest of the student body and 
the college as a whole.

Scoring two touchdowns from 
mid -field and beyond, and tacking 
on a safety in the final quarter, 
Coach Guy Nesom's Louisiana 
State Normal Imps, played "Cylde 
Beatty" last Friday night andj 
tamed the Ouachita parish high 
school Lions, 14-0 in Monroe. 

Coach Nesom opened his career 
as freshman coach at the State 
Uormal by uncorking some fine 
individual prospects and a degree 
of coordination rare at this stage 
of the season for a first-year 
squad. Paced by Wiggins, Black, 
Scurrie, Migues, and Pruitt, the 
Imps had the upper hand from 
the opening whistle. 

Although Kendrick fumbled 
Van's kickoff on the opening play, 
the Imps started early, made a 
quick first down and after about 
seven minutes of the first quarter, 
Migues, running behind perfect in- 
terference, skirted right end for 
forty-five yards and a touchdown. 

In the second quarter, the baby 
Demons, after Ouachita punted, 
drove determinedly down the field 
sticking to straight football with 
Migues and Black doing most of 
the ball-carrying. On the 19 yard 
line, however, the Lions' line 
braced and after three attempts 
to crash through, as well as an 
attempt via air had failed, the ball 
went over on downs. 

Lions Come Back Strong 
The Lions came back strong in 
the second half to gain twenty 
yards by passing and fifteen on 
an end reverse by Fleming. Here 
the Imp line found itself and with 
Gaspard and Scurrie outstanding 
forced Van to punt.

Louisiana to the Normal coaching 
staff. Coach Nesom will guide the 
destinies of the Imps in football 
and track, in both of which he 
has a fine record. 

Nesom graduated from Louisi- 
ana State University in 1930, after 
a spectacular athletic career in 
which he starred in both of the 
sports he is now coaching.. Sports 
writers rated Nesom as one fo the 
best tackles ever to wear the pur- 
ple and gold. In track the hearty 
L. S. U. athlete held the Southern 
Conference record in the shot- 
put and is second to none but Jack 
Torrance among Louisiana State's 
famous weight men. 

If Nesom starred as an athlete, 
however, it is as a coach that he 
is most widely known. The L. S. U. 
athlete came to the Bolton high 
school of Alexandria as assistant 
football coach in 1932 and amassed 
a remarkable record. In 1934 he 
became head coach of the Bolton 
high school Bears and began 
turning out consistently one of the 
finest high school football squads 
in the state. In four years, against 
the best competition the state had 
to offer, Nesom-coached teams 
lost five games, four to Byrd and 
one to Haynesville. In 1936 the 
Bears went into the playoff for 
the North Louisiana championship 
after winning twelve out of thir- 
teen games. This record speaks 
for itself and better than any- 
thing else illustrates Nesom's abil- 
ity as a football coach. 

But it is in track that Guy Ne- 
som has made his biggest reputa- 
tion. In 1934 his Winged Bears of 
Bolton won the state champion- 
ship, and in the other years were 
always serious contenders, finish- 
ing third in 1937. The names of 
athletes he has developed would 
run into pages, and the esteem 
and affection in which they all 
hold him can be gathered from 
each and every one.

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COLLEGE SCHEDULES 



Th«re is a subject that needs to be brought to the at- 
tention of both the student body and the faculty. The sub- 
ject is that of standard schedules for the Normal. 

About the time a new schedule comes out a certain 
type of .Agression is heard time and time again. The gen- 
eral theme of these expressions is the inability of the 
speaker to arrange a satisfactory schedule for the coming 
term. One person will say, "I can't take my economics 
and English next term because they are both offered at the 
same period." Another person will say, "I can't finish in 
the spring because the history I need won't be offered be- 
fore next year." Still another will say, "I can't take the 
home economics I am supposed to in the spring because 
I can't take the one that comes before it this term." 

A home economics student who started to plan her 
schedule for the fall term found that the three most im- 
portant first term junior subjects were offered at the same 
hour. These subjects were home economics, chemistry, 
and sociology. There was nothing for her to do but look 
through the schedule and select anything she could take in 
order to schedule enough hours. 

Every year the Normal publishes a catalogue with 
an outline of every curriculum in it along with a great 
deal of other information. But if a student tried to follow 
the outline of his curriculum, as did the home economics 
student, he would be in a sad predicament. 

It seems that the logical thing to do would be to ar- 
range the schedule and the catalogue so that they would 
coordinate more closely, and to arrange the schedule so 
that a student would know when and how many times 
each year a subject would be offered so that he could 
plan his schedules to include all the subjects he would have 
to take during that year at school. One method of bring- 
ing these changes about would be to have a standardized 
schedule for each term, and to make the schedules as 
nearly as possible like the curriculum outlines in the 
catalogue. A standardized schedule means that a schedule 
will be planned for each term with the major subjects 
for each curriculum arranged so that all of them can be 
taken when they are supposed to be. This group of sched- 
ules could be used from year to year. 

If such a group of schedules are planned and put 
into use, a freshman entering school will be able to pro- 
gress systematically through his entire four years work, 
provided he passes and makes the correct number of 
points. He will not be taking freshman subjects in his 
senior year and junior subjects in his sophomore year. 

Every student will know when every subject is going 
to be offered and he will not have to hope that the subject 
he wants to take will be offered when he can schedule it. 
Because he does know when each subject is going to be 
offered, he can arrange his work in such a manner that 
he will be able to take all his most important subjects in 
the proper order. 

Then too the schedule will help a student arrange 
his work so that he can finish school in four years as he is 
supposed to, and he will not have to come back an extra 
term or two for subjects that he could not schedule before. 

Besides helping the students and making it easier for 
them to work out conflicts and arrange their work more 
satisfactorily, the standardized schedule will help the 
registrar. He will not have to spend hours every term try- 
ing to make a schedule that will satisfy both the students 
and the teachers. Then, too, there will not be scores of 
students coming to his office every term to get him to help 
him work out their conflicts. 

Furthermore, the standard schedule will help the 
teachers. They will know how many times a year their 
many subjects will be offered, and the students will know 
when the subjects will be offered. Because the students do 
know when every subject is to be offered they will tend 
to take the same subject at different periods or terms, 
therefore making the classes more uniform in size. One 
class will not have seventy-five students in it one term 
and five the next. 

If a standard group of schedules were planned and 
used by the Normal, the students, the teachers and the 
registrar would be benefitted. The student would be able 
to take his subjects in a systematic manner. The teachers' 
classes would be more evenly balanced, and the registrar's 
work would be lightened.

That the Sit-Down Strike is labor's 
best means of achieving bargaining power equal to that of the em- 
ployer," against a team from Spring Hill college of Spring Hill, Ala- 
bama. 

Tie For First 

The debate was held on April 23, 1937 after the two debaters had 
just tied for first place at the Southern Association of Teachers of 
Speech tournament in Nashville, Tenn. 

Only eleven of the thousands of debates delivered last year in 
colleges end universities of the country were included in the annual. 
It is believed that this is the first time in the 23 year's history of the 
University Debater's Annual that a Louisiana team has been rep- 
«96ented in the series. 

Other schools represented in the book this year are the Univer- 
sities of Wisconsin, Illinois, Texas, Southern California, Missouri, 
and Pittsburgh, as well as the Northwestern and Stanford universities 
A Canadian and a British team are also represented.

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A WISE MOVE 



Monday night the Student Council withdrew trom the 
National Student Federation of America and in so doing 
should be commended for indirectly ameliorating an un- 
desirable political situation which has existed on the cam 
pus for y ears a s well as saving the student body more 
than two hundred dollars yearly. 

When the student body association of the college 
voted to become members of the N. S. F. A. in 1930, it 
could not forsee the controversy which has arisen each 
year since then over the choice of delegates to attend 
national conventions nor the expenses attendant upon run- 
ning student government activities upon a budget which 
does not fit 1937 conditions. 

For at least the past five years selection of delegates 
has generally resulted in bitter animosities between rival 
factions on the hill which have tended to disrupt student 
body government. The selection of a delegate came to be 
looked upon as one of the spoils for the victors rather than 
as a mission to be fulfilled by a conscientious person in 
terested in prompting good government. 

Whether withdrawal from the national organization 
ill affect the prestige of the student body is a moot ques- 
■m but that it will promote a better feeling on the campus 
catinot be denied. 

From the monetary standpoint alone, the council will 
save approximately two hundred dollars, a sum which 
has ordinarly gone for national dues and expenses of dele- 
gates to a yearly convention. The money thus saved can 
be put to much better use locally either in the form of 
awards for meritorious work in athletics or scholarship, or 
in swelling the student loan fund. 

From the standpoints of political harmony on the hill 
and student body finance in general, the council move is 
a wise one.

Crowd Of Four Thousand Witnesses Game 
Played In Drizzling Rain On 
Normal Field

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Dr. Fox Has Report Published 



The September issue of "The 
Botanical Gazette", quarterly pub- 
lication of the University of Chi- 
cago, contains an article written 
by Dr. Lauretta E. Fox, assistant 
professor of biology, on her in- 
vestigations of growth entitled 
"Effects of sudden changes of 
temperature on elongation rate of 
primary root." 

Most of the research upon which 
the article is based was done be- 
fore Dr. Fox joined the staff of 
the Normal college. The work was 
a continuation of the investiga- 
tions she began in her master'? 
dissertation. 

Root Cells Divide 

For a considerable time botanists 
argued as to whether cells in the 
growing tips of roots divide con- 
tinually or periodically. Dr. H. H. 
Laughlin proved by statistical 
methods that there is such a 
periodicity in the division of the 
cells of the root tip of the onion. 
The data collected by Dr. Fox on 
the growth of bean roots agres 
with Dr. Laughlin's conclusions. 

Investigation Procedure 

Dr. Fox suddenly exposed root 
tips of beans to low temperatures 
After chilling, the roots were 
grown at 25 degrees centigrade 
or 20 degrees centigrade. She dis- 
covered that those chilled at dif- 
ferent hours of the day elongated 
at different rates. Roots, grown 
at 25 degrees centigrade, exposed

suddenly to 3 degrees centigrade, 
at 9 a. m. and grown again at 25 
degrees centigrade, are elongated 
less rapidly than roots treated in 
the same way but chilled at 10 a. 
m. If the cells of the root tip are 
in the early stages of division 
when the root is suddenly chilled 
the subsequent retardation in 
elongation rate is greater than if 
the cells of the root tip are in 
later stages of division. 

Will Study Further 
Dr. Fox is interested in pursu- 
ing further studies of the growth 
of roots. She is now working on 
the effects of plant hormones on 
root growth. This is a promising 
field of investigation as the growth 
of roots is not thoroughly under- 
stood. 

(Editor's note: Dr. Fox has been 
complimented on her work and 
investigations by Dr. Leon Croizat, 
technical assistant at Harvard 
University.)

Renovation of Science building, 
Caldwell hall, and laundry equip- 
ment alone will cost $155,000 ac- 
cording to estimates made on re- 
pairs, needed equipment, labora- 
tory apparatus, and furniture re- 
quired to modernize the UJJits. 
Cost of Dormitories 
The cost of building and equip- 
ping the two dormitories which 
would solve the housing problem 
of the college women is estimated 
at $256,000 while the men's dorm- 
tiory of three stores could be built 
for $200,000. 

To build, equip and furnish an 
auditorium and fine arts building 
to replace Caldwell auditorium 
and the wooden music building 
the administration is seeking 
$400,000 so as to house properly 
the music, speech, and art depart- 
ments of the college. 

Concrete Stadium 
A total of $154,000 is asked for 
a concrete stadium, new athletic 
field, men's gymnasium, a refrig- 
erating plant, and equipment for 
all units to be distributed as fol- 
lows: stadium and athletic field 
with equipment, $70,000; men's 
gymnasium, $75,000; and refrig- 
erating plant and equipment, 
$9,000.

WHAT A HEADACHE! 



Maybe we take the "do or die" attitude too seriously 
or a case of misplaced irritation is bothering us too much 
this week bht We feel justified in bemoaning the riduculous 
manifestation of "school spirit" and enthusiasm by so 
called loyal fans of the Demons both at the game last 
Saturday and at the "pep meeting" the night before. 

At the meeting Friday night, not more than 70 stu 
dents from an enrollment of 1,300 people who profess to 
call themselves "Demons" appeared for what was sched- 
uled as a "mammoth pep meeting" to give the football 
players a "rousing" send-off. At the game Saturday, the 
indifference of the spectators was enough to make any 
true Normalite hang his head in shame. 

In analysing the causes for the indifference on the 
part of the student body, a partial solution to the problem 
is found. In the first place the cheerleaders, upon whom 
the blame cannot be placed, are not properly trained; 
second, the cheers are too childish; and third, the students 
do not know the few cheers that are led by the leaders. 

The first of these weaknesses can be easily over- 
come in several ways. Cheerleaders, who are given 
honorary sweaters, trousers, transportation, meals, 
and admission to the games should be required to 
practice cheer routines and yells as diligently and 
consistently as athletes practice their plays. A cheer- 
leader cannot hope to get a response when his lead- 
ing is unmeaningful and awkward. He cannot expect 
pep from a crowd when he himself does not exemplify 
that pep. 

As an assurance that good cheerleading material wil 
be available for future years, a cheerleader's club should 
be organized in which the regular leaders teach the pros 
pective candidates for cheerleading posts the fundamental 
routines as well as the yells. This auxiliary group could be 
used to great advantage in boosting interest in contests. 

The problem of getting yells suitable for good cheer- 
ing is more difficult but not beyond solution. Really good 
yells are often dependent upon simplicity rather than 
novelty. The psychology of a simple yell is good because 
it is easy to learn and easy to hear. A short and simple 
yell lends itself to loudness because the breath is not wast- 
ed on useless utterances. A good prolonged "D-E-E-E-E-M- 
O-N-S Fight!" is a thousand times more effective than the 
inane hand clapping to the accompainment of "da-da-da- 
da-dadeda" too often indulged in. 

Making students familiar with college yells and 
the "Alma Mater' r should begin when they enter the 
college as freshmen. At this time they are most adapt- 
able and open to suggestion which gives an excellent 
opening for organized cheering with freshman stu- 
dents required to participate as part of their orienta- 
tion work. The cheerleaders' club suggested above 
could serve as the nucleus around which an excellent 
cheering section might be formed. 

Some critics depreciate the value of required partic- 
ipation in organized cheering because it is felt that upper- 
classmen might assume the position that cheering is solely 
for freshmen. The results of organized cheering should 
definitely be in the other direction after the first year be- 
cause the upperclassmen would themselves be sufficiently 
familiar with yells to join in with the organized squad. 

If the three fold program outlined is given at least a 
half-hearted trial, definite gains should be made toward 
regaining the enviable position which the Normal once 
held as the college of good sports and loyal supporters. 



INTER-FRATERNITY COUNCIL 



Inasmuch as the student council voted last week to 
withdraw from the N.S.F.A. and thereby avoided much 
needless controversy, the same council might do well to 
urge fraternities on the hill to form an inter-fraternity 
council to iron out some of the animosities and misunder- 
standings which generally arise among the several fac- 
tions. 

Predaring in advance to avoid the usual fraternity 
squabbles seems the intelligent procedure to be followed. 
Other colleges of the country formulate definite rules for 
fraternity activities which if applied here would tend to 
create more harmony on the hill.

DEMON FUMBLE IN FOURTH 
QUARTER GIVES TECH WIN 

IN STATE FAIR CONTEST 



Teams Battle on Even Terms Until "Break" 
In Final Frame Gives Bulldogs 
Edge 



In the State Fair contest last Saturday the Tech Bull- 
dogs and the Normal Demons battled on even terms for 
three quarters and seemed to be on the verge of a score- 
less tie when the Demons fumbled a pass from center and 
a Tech halfback scooped it up and raced for a touchdown. 
Barnette, a Bulldog substitute back, made the other mark- 
er from the one yard line when Tech had advanced the 
ball 50 yards down the field to give Tech the game, 14-0, 



The two teams were playing at 
the fair for the first time, and 
nearly 8,000 persons witnessed the 
game. More than one third of the 
attendance was composed of fol- 
lowers of the Bulldogs and the De- 
mons, and made the trip from 
neighboring towns to cheer for 
their respective favorites. Drum 
majors from both schools added 
additional attractions to the con- 
tests. 

First Quarter 

In the first quarter Tech used 
Westbrook as their chief ball car- 
rier while Normal used Harmon 
and Loomis. The Demons got men 
through the line twice while Tech 
was halted drive after drive. 

In the second quarter Tech was 
driven back deep into their own 
territory due to the hard charg- 
ing Demon line and penalties. 
Once the Bulldogs dropped behind 
their own goal line and completed 
a pass for 19 yards. The breaks 
were with the Bulldogs here as 
Darling of Tech punted to Wyat.t 
on the 50-yard line who fumbled 
and Tech recovered. At this period 
of the game Tech started a pass- 
ing attack which clicked until 
Loomis intercepted a pass on the 
20-yard mark. 

Forced Back to Ten-yard 

In the third quarter Tech again 
was forced back to their 10-yard 
une when they drew a 15-yard 
Penalty for holding. Wyatt inter- 
cepted a Tech pass on his own 
30-yard line but a Normal aerial 
attack bogged down and Couch 
kicked over the goal line. Tech 
spent most of the remaining quar- 
ter trying to recover. 

"Costly Fumble" 

The last period was half over 
When Eager, Bulldog halfback, 
caught the costly fumble that 
turned the battle tide. 

Up until the very second that 
Eager scooped the fumble out of 
the air on the Demons' 35-yard 
hne and sprinted safely to the 
B°al line, there were no scoring 
signs and the crowd had settled 
°ack in their seats, reconciled to 
sseing a scoreless tie. The fumble 
Was the "break" however that was 
being sought by both teams and 
the Bulldogs were later on in- 
spired by it when they scored 
again. Barnette furnished the 
major impetus of the charge when 
°e swept the Demons end for a 
3 °-yard jaunt after receiving a 
Punt.

Dr. Barclay Acheson. associate 
editor of the Reader's Digest, ad- 
dressed five hundred students and 
faculty members at the regulnr 
Tuesday morning assembly period 
in Caldwell auditorium. He spoke 
on the progress that the last cen- 
tury has brought in the advance- 
ment in social justice and in the 
moral attitudes of the peoples of 
the world. 

Dr. Acheson opened his address 
by quoting Henrick Van Loon's 
statement that the whole of hu- 
manity might be placed in a box 
only a half mile square. Dr. Ache- 
son then stated that although 
man was a relative insignificam 
physical factor in the world he 
has overcome every obstacle from 
microbes to dinosaurs. In speak- 
ing of man's progress, he said, 
"The progress that has been made 
is an ever accelerated progress. 
There has been more progress 
made in the last hundred years 
than in any thousand." 

Great Strides 

While great strides have been 
made in the realms of medicine, 
transportation and other physi- 
cally manifest fields still greater 
progress has been made in the 
sphere of social justice and moral 
responsibility. Less than one hun- 
dred years ago there were, in this 
country, prisons filled entirely 
with men charged with no other 
crime than that of owing money. 
How much better was the spirit 
shown by the vast majority of 
people during the last depression, 
when aid, both personal and pub- 
lic was offered to millions of un- 
fortunates, stated Dr. Acheson. 
Haiiii'<'»n Mistaken 

The speaker revialad that even 
so advanced a statesman as Alex- 
ander Hamilton rejoiced that the 
Industrial Revolution made it pos- 
sible for manufacturing to be 
carried on without requiring the 
full strength of men. As a result 
of the inventions of this era, 
foundlings, orphans, and the chil- 
dren of poor families were bound 
out as wage slaves. For the seventy 
hours of work these children put 
in each week, they were paid the

munificent sum of one to three 
dollars. Today we raise vast 
amounts to feed and care for the 
unfortunates, not only of our own 
race and creed but those who our 
forefathers would have persecuted 
for heresy. 

"Progress is made possible by 
the initiative of an individual 
backed by an enlightened min- 
ority," said Dr. Acheson. He also 
stated that 107 of 130 social 
pioneers held no public office. 
They were merely ordinary people 
with an extraordinary determina- 
tion. 

Greatest Battle 

As the greatest battle of today, 
Dr. Acheson selected the strife be- 
tween dictatorial governments and 
I the free institutions of democracy. 
The whole of his speech might be 
summed up in the sentence, "Rev- 
olution is not practical; evolution 
is essential." 

In order Lo 'give- Dr. Acheson 
sufficient time for his address, 
Professor J. S. Kyser dispensed 
with the customary community 
singing. Lorane Brittain, of the 
music department, played Le- 
cuona's "Malagnana" from thi 
Spanish suite of Andalusia. The 
speaker was introduced by Dr. M. 
S. Robertson, director of the adult 
education department of the W. 
P. A.

Bowers, nurse at the Normal In- 
firmary, commenting on the 
"poem", "but a few of our cases 
each year are students coming to 
us to get out of taking tests. I can 
always tell when they are faking 
but I never let them know. I just 
give them a large dose of magnesia 
from my famous big bottle and 
let them rest in peace for the rest 
of the day." 

It is really only a precious few 
students who use the infirmary 
like the above "Mary". The rest 
of the Normal students find it a 
haven of peace when they are ill. 
And it really is a haven with the 
motherly Mrs. Bowers satisfying 
every whim and making each pa- 
tient as comfortable as possible. 

Fifteen Beds 

The infirmary was built in 1923 
under the administration of Mr. 
Roy. It has one ward with fifteen 



beds and two private rooms con- 
taining two beds each. 

The general cases amount to 
about fifty a month while the 
transient cases, which are treated 
in the well equipped drug room 
amount to about forty a day. The 
transient cases consist mostly of 
bruises, infections, sore throats 
and cuts. 

Over Crowded at Times 

Every year the infirmary is over- 
crowded during the months when 
flu and colds are prevalent. There 
are occasional epidemics of 
measles and mumps when the in- 
firmary is filled with co-eds who 
go through the humiliation of these 
childish diseases.

I have 
actually seen cases of men who 
were turned from promising ac- 
quaintances and even good friends, 



to bitter back-biting enemies by 
fraternities. My argument is that 
such organizations promote nar- 
rowness and prejudice, the very 
antithesis of education. 

Develop Friction 

In two ways do they do this. 
First, they form a class of fra- 
ternity and sorority men and 
women who are prone to look 
down upon the rest of their school- 
mates. And second, they develop 
friction, intolerance and actual 
repugnance for one another in 
their battle for campus prestige. 
Democracy on Trial 
Today democracy stands on 
trial, and democracy demands tol- 
erance and abolition of classes. 
Education is called the backbone 
of our democracy. Certainly such 
organizations as those that work 
against democracy by creating 
classes and intolerance should 
find no place in a system that 
works for democracy, namely our 
educational system. 

The few functions that the fra- 
ternities and sororities hold everv 
year and the small degree of 
brotherhood and sisterhood creat- 
ed among members cannot atone 
for these grievous faults. 

I know for I am a fraternity 
man. Let's get up a discussion on 
this question.

(Editor's note: The following 
relation of the experiences of a 
Normal college student in the 
teaching field is an intensely in- 
teresting story because of the 
simplicity of its style and because 
the incidents related actually hap- 
pened. The name of the writer is 
withheld for obvious reasons.) 

I entered the Normal college 
June 11, 1934, and this past Au- 
gust I edcided that I knew 
enough to go out into the wide 
world and teach a while. 

I applied for a position in a well 
known parish of the state and to 
my utter surprise I was called into 
the superintendent's office on 
Sept. 12 (which was Sunday) be- 
fore school started the next day 

Assigned To Teach 

The superintendent talked for a 
few minutes about school teach 
ing and then told me that I had 
been assigned to teach at a cer 

tain place called 

He asked me if I knew where I 
was going, and when I told him 
that I had never heard of the 
place, he sat down and drew me 
a map explaining it as he drew as 
it was very complicated. 

I left the office a very happy 
man, indeed. I rushed home and 
collected all of my lesson plans 
that I had written while attend- 
ing the State Normal college 
threw the best clothes I had into 
a suit case, borrowed my sister's 
car and left in a hurry for the 
place I was to become a famous 
and world renowned school teach 
er. I had just about 20 miles of 
paved road and about five miles 
of gravel and I don't know what 
the remainder was — stumps, logs, 
and mostly holes. After what 
seemed like centuries, I reached 
the place that was marked "the 
end" on most maps but was "X" 
on mine. 

Eight O'clock 

It was eight o'clock when I ar- 
rived and it was already dark. The 
place consisted of three buildings 
— a church, the school house, and 
a /. lodge. Church ser- 

vices were being held, and I drove 
up and stopped the car. 

As I did so, I had a feeling that 
someone was watching me and 
so I turned my head — and boy, 
oh, boy, some one was watching 
me all right. I looked right down 
both barrels of a double barreled 
shotgun. After a year-long second 
a voice that could have been a lot 
softer said, "Get out!" 

I got out, explaining all the 
time that I didn't want him to 
get hurt — I mean that I didn't 
want him to hurt me, and I am 
sure that I let him know who I 
was long before you can possibly 
read this. 

Get "Shot Into" 

After he finally understood that 
I was to be their new school 
teacher, he said, "Well, well, you 
know, I jest didn' know who you 

wuz. You see the wuz 

holding a meetin' and the good 
,people of this here place told um 
not to but they did anyhow and 
got shot into the other night and 
we're kinda lookin' fer 'um to 
shoot back, an' so we're jest a 
watchin' the church. You jest go 
right on in, the principal is in 
thar now. You can find 'im." 

I went inside and found tha 
principal of the school who tried 
to find someone with whom I 
could board. At last he found a 
woman who said that I could stay 
at her house which was six or 
more miles from school for $25.00 
a month if I paid two weeks in 
advance. 

Four Barking Dogs 

We finally left church, and aft- 
er due time arrived at her front 
gate where she said, "Now you 
just sit right here in the car 
until I wake my husband up and 
tell him that you are here." 

I thought that this procedure 



was very strange but didn't mind 
because there were four dogs in 
the yard barking their heads off 
they- looked rather vicious in 
the car lights and so I sat very 
quietly in the car. Well, this lady 
told her husband that the new 
school teacher had come to board 
with them and for him to tie the 
dogs so I could get in. 

He soon produced a bunch of 
chains and tied the dogs to a tree 
after which he stood between the 
gate and the dogs while he order 
ed me to walk right on in. 

Turns Dogs Loose 

I took my suit case and walked 
up on the porch and set the bag 
down, but he said, "No, no. Just 
go on inside and close the door, 
I want to turn these dogs loose 
again." 

Well, you just don't know how 
glad I am that that screen door 
was new and strong for as soon 
as those dogs were turned loose, 
they made a wild dash for the 
door. The man finally beat them 
away and got inside himself. He 
showed me where I was to sleep 
for the night. He must have show- 
ed the dogs as well because they 
gnawed at the flooring and growl- 
ed all'night under my bed. 

The dogs never got used to me 
and every time I ventured to go 
out on the porch they had to be 
•minded" off me by some member 
of the family. 

The people with whom I stayed 
went to town at least once a year 
and never more than twice a year. 
The family owned about 50 head 
of cattle, 400 sheep and 1,300 
goats. They butchered often and 
the hides were tanned and made 
into harnesses, whips, ropes, bill 
folds, etc. Those people did some 
of the prettiest work with leather 
that I have ever seen. 

First Morning at School 

I shall never forget the first 
morning at school. I was to teach 
the' fourth and fifth grades and 
reading in the third, sixth and 
seventh grades. 

Several of the boys in my 
seventh grade class were older and 
much larger than I. Some had 
light hair and blue eyes and fair 
skin while others had black eyes 
black hair and dark skin. The 
people with whom I boarded were 
all fair skinned, blue eyed, and 
light haired but the children were 
not permitted ot attend the school 
in which I taught because they 
were supposed to be mixed. 
Dark Stain on Floor 

I noticed a dark stain on the 
floor in front of my desk and 
asked the principal what caused 
it. He replied that the school 
teacher who taught there before 
he did was ordered to leave the 
country but failed to do so and 
was shot and killed while teach- 
ing school. 

During the noon hour I was 
talking to a small boy who pointed 
to a limb of an oak tree and asked, 
"Do you see that limb up there? ' 

"Yes," I replied. 
"That's where they hung my pop 
for stealing horses." 

One day a young pupil noticed 
my watch and said, "That's a 
pretty watch you've got. You'd 
better keep your eye on it though." 

"Why?" I asked. 

"Because I might steal it if you 
don't." 

"Don't you like me?" I queried 
to which he replied that he did 
but "if I saw it lying around, I 
couldn't help taking it because I 
don't have a watch." 

"If you are planning to take 
the watch, why are you telling me 
about it?" I asked. 

He replied, "Well, you see, 1 
like you but I don't have a watch 
and if I saw your watch lying 
around I'd take it so you had 
better watch it." 

Never Speak 

I had two boys in my classroom 
who never spoke to each other 
but would just stare at each other 
with hatred that no one could 



help noticing. I asked the prin- 
cipal what the cause of their at- 
titude was and he said that a few 
years ago the father of one of the 
boys had killed a brother and 
the father of the other boy. Then 
a short time afterwards, the first 
boy's older brother killed the other 
boy's father and two of his broth 
ers. My principal warned me never 
to ask one boy a question which 
the other had failed to answer if 
I wished to avoid trouble. 

Lesson Plans No Good 

I soon found out that I needed 
a few other things besides the 
lesson plans that I had from my 
supervised teaching at the cc 
lege, and so I began to search my 
brain to find something that 
would fit my situation from some 
of my many education classes 
but in this I failed. 

Tuesday night the 

held another meeting and were 
shot into again. Wednesday after 
noon one of them came to see the 
people with whom I boarded. He 
had an old single action .45 gun 
stuck in his belt — and was hi 
mad! A buckshot had gone 
through his nose and his whole 
face was swollen. 

All About Shooting 
He told me all about the shoot- 
ing — and believe me, I listened 
to every word and agreed with 
everything he wanted me to. 

He said, "I was down on my 
knees praying, I wuz; and sister 
'so and so' was about to get the 
Holy Ghost, she was, when some- 
body began shooting, they did, 
and I don't know whether sister 
'so and so' got the Holy Ghost or 
not, I don't." 

"Now," he says, "don't you 
think that wuz awful?" 

And I says, "I certainly do," 
and I didn't even feel like smil- 
ing. 

On Wednesday night the 

had a meeting and strange to 
say, I developed a severe headache 
and could not go. 

Bids Place Goodbye 
At last Friday evening came 
and I bid the place a solemn fare- 
well. 

About a week later, I laughed 
about many of the things that 
happened in that life-long week 
of teaching but I couldn't find 
anything to laugh about while I 
was down there. 

T am now back In college and I 
am going to take some more edu- 
cation courses in the hope that I 
will find some material dealing 
with a few of my problems. Per- 
sonally, I think that the curricu- 
lum should be broadened to take 
into account a few of the situa- 
tions that I encountered in my 
brief experience of one week of 
teaching school.

Upon their return 
to the campus they were put un- 
der arrest for the rest of the term.

John S. Kyser 
It is difficult to determine where 
the hobby of J. S. Kyser ends and 
his work begins. Much of the in- 
terest of Mr. Kyser's classes de- 
pends on the visual material pre- 
sented in them. The pictures com- 
prising this material have been 
gathered by Mr. Kyser over a long 
period of time. "My chief aim has 
be*en to obtain pictures showing a 
complete and thorough cross sec- 
tion of Louisiana. This has re- 
sulted in the use of every thing 
from geological formations to 
architectual styles," he said. Mr. 
Kyser's collection of negatives, 
probably the largest dealing with 
this subject, is the result of over 
six years of work. 

In order to give his students 
first hand information regarding 
the subject matter, Mr. Kyser has 
traveled extensively both in this 
country and in Europe. Here his 
travels have been chiefly by mo- 
tor.

For the past month physical 
examinations have been given stu- 
dents, faculty members and em- 
ployees of the college by the State 
Board of Health. The representa- 
tives of the state board, Dr. Paid 
S. Parrina, New Orleans; Dr. R. 
A. Brown, New Orleans; Miss 
Georgia Martin and Mrs. Myrtle 
W. Martin, were assisted in tha 
work by Dr. Knipmeyer, Miss 
Castleman, Mrs. Hedges, and Miss 
Kauffman, members of the local 
health unit, and by Dr. C. C. 
Stroud of the Normal. 

The physcial examination which 
consisted of past medical history 
and present physical development 
including the testing of posture, 
eyes, ears, nose, throat, heart, 
lungs, and blood pressure was 
given to approximately one thou- 
sand Normal students. Dr. Brown 
stated that the most common de- 
fect among those examined was 
found to be slight visual disturb- 
ances. 

During the tuberculin survey 
1100 students, 42 colored employ- 
ees and 25 white employees and 
members of the faculty were test- 
ed. Of the first 1050 persons ex- 
amined 25 7c were positive re- 
actors. All positive reactors were 
required to take an X-ray test. 
Approximately three hundred 
X-rays have been made by the 
unit.

Chemistry Students 
Conduct Experiments 
In Special Sessions 

In line with the department's 
policy of providing an opportunity 
at all times for chemistry stu- 
dents who desire to do outside 
work and conduct individual in- 
vestigations in interesting' phases 
of the subject, students in quanti- 
tative analysis are now doing 
special work on various problems 
among which are analysis of paints 
and varnishes and other practical 
applications of chemistry. 

Among projects carried out in 
the past are the measurement of 
the carbon dioxide content of the 
air and experiments dealing with 
electrometric titration. Such in- 
vestigations are instructive and 
often of practical value. For ex- 
ample, recent experiments with 
the process of chromium plating 
have resulted in the accumulation 
of data making it possible to do 
this work successfully in the chem- 
istry laboratory. 

Says Mr. Ducournau, associate 
professor of chemistry, "We con- 
duct our work to try to keep 
abreast of developments in the field 
and to train students in the teach- 
ing of chemistry."

Paced by Migues, Pruitt and 
Wiggins in the backfleld and con- 
sistently brilliant offensive play 
on the part of the whole line, the 
Imps, Coach Guy Nesom's fresh- 
man footballers, turned on the 
power last Thursday and steam - 
rolled the Louisiana Tech Bull- 
pups, 33-0. 

The Guy Nesom powerhouse 
flashed an offense that fairly 
sparkled and an all-around de- 
fense which kept the Techmen 
from threatening. Scoring in every 
quarter, the Imps demonstrated 
their football prowess before one 
of the largest crowds ever to wit- 
ness a battle between two first 
year elevens here. 

Score Early 
The Imps scored early in the 
first quarter when Marron, Imp 
halfback, blocked a Bullpup punt 
on the Pups three yard line, and 
Wiggins on the next play skirted 
end for the initial score. Tyler 
kicked the extra point. 

With the ice broken, the baby 
Demons' grid machine began to 
click, and in the second quarter 
Black passed to Migues from the 
Tech 30-yard line to the 15-yard 
stripe and Migues crossed the 
goal line standing up. Tyler fail- 
ed to convert. 

Third Tally 
In the third quarter Wiggins, 
Imp tailback, shot an ends-cross 
pass from his own 45-yard line 
into the waiting hands of Tyler 
who crossed the goal line for the 
third score. Tyler kicked the point. 
At the end of the third quarter 
the score was 20-0. 

The remaining two touchdowns 
were scored by Migues and Pruitt, 
both on sensational long broken- 
field runs.

President Albert A. Fredericks' program of expansion 
came one step nearer realization last week when the 
finance committee of the state board of education approv- 
ed a building fund of $1,500,000 and a maintenance pro- 
gram of $450,000 annually for the college, it was an- 
nounced here today. 

Earlier in the year Fredericks submitted an estimate 
of the college needs at $1,165,000. The building program 

includes construction of two new 
dormitories for women, a dormi- 
tory for men, a men's gymnasium, 
an auditorium and fine arts build- 
ing, a concrete stadium, and a re- 
frigerating plant.

Fishermen AreNotThe Only 
Ones Who Carry Nets On Campus

The people on the Normal col- 
lege campus bearing nets are not 
all freshmen. In fact, nearly all 
of them are members of the en- 
tomology classes which meet In 
the science building. Among the 
interesting insects thus far col- 
lected by the classes is a fat- 
bodied walking-stick or darning 
needle that carries its mate on 
its back. 

An unscheduled capture was 
recently made when a nature 
study class was interrupted by the 




intrusion of an Emisa longipes 
(thread-legged bug to you and 
me). This is a rare specimen, be- 
ing more commonly found in the 
Florida Everglades. The insects 
collected by the classes will form 
a part of the collection in the 
laboratory in S205. 

Crustaceans 
Other collections in the labora- 
tory are of crustaceans, and 
reptiles. 

Perhaps the most complete is 
the collection of fish, gathered by 
Dr. P. B. Hussey. This collection 
was made at Grand Isle in 1929 
and 1931. In it are such interest- 
ing fish as the pipe fish which 
carries its eggs in a pouch, a sea 
catfish, whose eggs are carried In 
the mouth of the mother, the sea 
horse and the puff -fish, capable of 
expanding itself to a large size as 
a protective measure. It is harm- 
less, but is rarely harmed because 
of its effective bluff. 

Largest Classes 

The largest laboratory classes 
are those in beginning botany or 
biology 114. These classes, largely

Tire college laundry, under the 
direction of Mr. Royston handles 
the garments of approximately 
650 of the students and the laun- 
dry of the dining hall, home eco- 
nomics department, infirmary,

Students pay for their laundry 
at the beginning of the school 
term and are allowed to send a 
certain amount of clothing eacn 
week to the laundry. Each article 
of clothing has a fixed price, 
thereby enabling the student to 
make out a laundry bill not ex- 
ceeding the prescribed amount of 
$1.75 per week. Those who go over 
i this amount must pay the extra 
price when they receive their 
clothes. 

Men Outdo Women 
Proportionately, men send more 
garments to the' laundry than 
women do. This is one reason why 
they may be called the cleaner 
of the two. The men's laundry list 
has fewer garments listed than 
does the women's list, but the men 
vary over the limited amount 
more often than do the women. 
The men usually send about 900 
shirts and 400 pairs of pants each

'INVENTORY" 



Once more this year an "inventory" of the progress 
made by students is being taken to determine the ranking 
to be given to individual "class room attendants." The 
reactions on students will be varied from absolute indif- 
ference to the realization that a more definite program of 
study must be instituted if the desired "C" average is to 
be gained or maintained. 

That there are students in American colleges who are 
indifferent to the mark they make is unfortunately true. 
That nothing is being done to eradicate the indifference 
is even more unfortunately true. The "that's the students' 
problem" attitude taken by many so-called educators is 
handling the problem in the wrong manner especially in 
the smaller colleges of the country where pupil-teacher 
relationships are reputedly close. 

In teachers' colleges, especially, a sincere effort should 
be made to inculcate in the student a desire to seek worth- 
while knowledge so that those who are graduated might in 
turn instill the same spirit in their pupils. A preliminary 
step in the progress of reviving the "lethargic ones" should 
be a course in "how to study" with especial emphasis on 
"how to read."

One small barefoot boy was cry- 
ing and I asked him where his 
shoes were. He looked up with 
a tear stained face and sobbed, 
"I don't have any shoes." 

I asked him if his feet were 
cold and he said, "No, not now. 
They just hurt." 

I asked him to stand in the 
hall of Warren Easton while the 
Normal students were going to 
their classes. He stood there 
quivering and shaking while 
students and teachers passed, 
and my friends, only one person 
took notiee enough to look even 
twice. Not even a teacher be- 
stowed a friendly glance at the 
child and there were several who 
passed and could not help but 
see him. 

Why was it that only one was 
affected by this barefoot, freez- 
ing child? Is it because we are 
becoming selfish or have no 
time to think about anyone but 
ourselves? Or perhaps because 



such sights are so common that 
we just pass them by as an 
everyday occurance? Or maybe 
we are in too big a hurry to get 
to the R. O. to buy cigarettes or 
a "coke." I think that if the 
proper efforts were exerted by 
the proper persons many of the 
freezing children could be made 
much more comfortable. Maybe, 
however, if these children were 
in Africa or China we would 
hear more about them than we 
do. They are too close to home 
for many people to worry about.

Work done by this section 
consists of a study of plant life 
on a general scale, the drawing of 
component parts of a plant, and 
observation of certain demonstra- 
tions set up in the laboratory. 

One of the recent demonstra- 
tions concerned the amount of 
water lost by a plant in the pro- 
cess of transpiration. The appara- 
tus used consisted of a periwinkle 
plant which was sealed in a can 
and placed on one side of a bal- 
ance scale with a glass graduate. 
On the other side of the scale 
weights were placed to counter 
balance the weight of the plant. 
At twenty-four hour periods wa-

That collegiate journalism is satisfying a need in 
American student life is manifested by the comments 
made by the dignitaries of the state in congratulating The 
Current Sauce upon the quarter century milestone which 
it has reached. 

When the paper was first conceived by the leaders 
of the Contemporary Life Club as a medium for the ex- 
pression of their views and aims, little did they realize that 
they had taken the necessary step in founding a publica- 
tion which through the years would tend to reflect the very 
purposes for which the club was organized not merely 
from the viewpoint of the club itself but also from the 
viewpoint of the school as a whole. 

In the Potpourri of 1914, the aims of the Contem- 
porary Life Club are given, which bear a striking resem- 
blance of the aims of The Current Sauce as they have 
been unconsciously carried out through the years. The 
club aimed at the "development of those qualities in its 
members which will make them fit leaders of the youth 
whom they will instruct and cause them to take an at- 
titude of intelligent interest in the vital questions of the 
world, so that they may be leaders in every movement 
that makes for progress and good. It aims at helping its 
members to be aggressively active for good. It aims at 
supporting everything in the Normal that is good and 
desirable; to help as powerfully as may be in its forward 
steps ; to interest more people in the Normal and to keep 
them informed of its workings ; to be as useful as possible 
and to laugh when the world gets the broad grin." 

The first of these aims is exemplified in the official 
publication of the student body by the fact that the stu- 
dents who have managed the publication of the paper 
have invariably been the outstanding campus leaders in 
other lines of activity besides journalism as indicated by 
the letter of Alfred D. St. Amant in which he comments 
upon the work of the students associated with the paper. 

"It aims at helping its members to be aggressively 
active for good" is applied by the paper in striving to mold 
student opinion to a clearer consciousness of the purposes 
of college education and ideals. The paper likewise strives 
to "support everything in the Normal that is good and 
desirable; to help as powerfully as may be in its forward 
steps . . ." with the possible addition that it opposes that 
which it honestly feels to be detrimental to the best inter- 
est of the student body and the college. 

The paper has consistently striven to interest more 
people in the Normal and to keep them informed of its 
workings by trying to record faithfully the happenings 
on the campus and by mailing to all high schools in the 
state copies of the paper so that the "workings" might 
become better known to the citizenry of the state. 

The last of the aims has been carried out in the pa- 
per's effort to sponsor, aid, and publicize worthwhile pro- 
jects and programs of the college organizations while 
taking into consideration the humorous side of college life 
when the "world gets the broad grin." 

Merely because the paper has reached a quarter of 
a century of growth, it is not satisfied to rest content with 
what laurels it may have earned because it feels some- 
what as did the former editor who wrote, "I thought The 
Current Sauce was in its infancy four years ago." In actu- 
ality the paper is still "in its infancy" for it is still in the 
process of growth which a mere "Silver Anniversary" 
should not arrest.

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Founder Of The Current Sauee 

Recalls Origin Of Newspaper 



In sssking a story on the origin 
of The Current Sauce. Alfred D. 
St. Amant, who was instrumental 
in starting th? college paper, was 
ark:d for informa ion regarding 
it as well as some personal history. 
The following letter from Mr. St. 
Amant is the result of this re- 
quest : 

Ee"r Mr. Makar: 

The bir.h of "Current Sauce" 
was a pari of the genrral dev:lop- 
ment of social science courses at 
the Norms 1, as i: was established 
as a medium of expression and 
a means of cuUiv3ting general 
interest among the studsnts in 
their own and public affairs. 

Students of history, political 
science, eccncmics and sociology 
organized under the direction of 
the teachzro of these subjects the 
Contemporary Life Club which 
m;t every week to discuss cur- 
rent aff. Ts r.nd study civic prob- 
lems. "Current Sauce" was neces- 
sary to this group while contri- 
buting to the general interest cf 
the student bady and of the 
school. 

Th: T.r..t real evidence cf 
the publication's success came 
in an expression from the fac- 
ulty and (he student bedy at 
the time cf the entrance of 
the United States into the 
World War. The wish to con- 
centrate all efforts possible in 
the interest of the war was 
expressed in a suggestion that 
student publications be dis- 
continued. The decision, how- 
ever, of faculty and students 
was to discontinue "Pot- 
pourri", but to maintain "Cur- 
rent Sauce" as a necessary 
part of the school. This, of 
course, was no reflection on 
"Potpourri", but was clearly 
a recognition of "Current 
Sauce" as a civic force in the 
school. 

It might interest you to know 
that the students generally asso- 
ciated wi:h "Currant Sauce" and 
the Contemporary Life Club were, 
as might have been expected, the 
most outstanding at the Normal 
and at least three out of four of 
the faculiy and class representa- 
tives for a long period of time 
were chosen from that group on 
the basis of general merit and 
leadership. 

I was technically head of the 
social science courses at the Nor- 
mal college until 1918 when I left 
to become supervisor of war aims 
courses of the government at the 
University of Florida where I re- 
mainEd as teacher of History and 
Economics for a session following 



the armistice. However, my tech- 
nical position did not justify my 
having the entire crsdit for the 
organization of the students alon? 
this line or for establishing "Cur- 
rent Sauce". We w;re very great- 
i ' encouraged and assisted by 
Fresid:nt Roy, Miss Dean Var- 
nado and other teachers at that 
time. 

Since 1919, I have been engaged 
in business involving insurance, 
real estate and in.estmen s in 
Eaton Rouga where I was reared, 
though I rem;mber with great 
pleasure and satisfaction my en- 
tire teaching experience, partic- 
ularly the six years spent at the 
Normal. 

I regret that I cannot send 
you the first copy of "Current 
Seuce" a:; that, together with 
most cf my other little per- 
sonal treasures was destroyed 
when my home burned in 
1932.

THE CURRENT SAUCE had its 
birth in the consciousness of fac- 
ulty members and students that 
the Louisiana State Normal School 
was finally to become a standard 
college. To Alfred D. St. Amant, 
who was teacher of sociology and 
related subjects at the time, is 
due the honor of promoting the 
establishment of the paper, and 
to his enthusiastic classes the 
credit of its actual founding. Mr. 
St. Amant is now a successful 
realtor and head of an insurance 
firm in Baton Rouge. His students 
of former days long ago left the 
portals of Normal to go out as 
consecrated teachers of the youth 
of the state. 

Elected In 1911 

At the time I was elected to the 
presidency of the Louisiana State 
Normal School, in 1911, the stan- 
dards of the institution were those 
of what we know today as junior 
colleges. High school graduates 
entered the sixth term and com- 
pleted their courses in two ses- 
sions of nine months; but appli- 
cants for admission who had been 
promoted from the eighth grade 
of the public schools could enter 
and, by attending summer school, 
obtain a Normal diploma before 
their class-mates at home had 
graduated from high school. This 
confusion called for clarification. 

Eliminates Courses 

One of my first major under- 
takings was to eliminate all sec- 
ondary school courses from the 
Normal curricula, require a high 
school diploma for entrance, and 
establish a full four-year college 
course. This was achieved about 
1918; the name of the institu- 
tion was changed to Louisiana 
State Normal college; and the 



authority to confer degrees was 
granted by the Legislature. 

It was during the era of transi- 
tion from a junior to a senior col- 
lege that THE CURRENT SAUCE, 
along with other activities and 
enterprises, had its origin. It came 
into being at a time of spirited 
enthusiasm among students and 
faculty; its successful life of 
twenty-five years attests the wis- 
dom of its founders; and the fine 
service it has rendered to the col- 
lege and its students is evidence 
of the ability and zeal of the 
people that have guided its des- 
tiny during the first quarter- 
century of its existence. 

Trained Teachers 

Time was when the Louisiana 
State Normal School and later the 
Louisiana State Normal college 
was the overpowering force in the 
development of public education 
in the state. Outside of Orleans 
parish, it alone trained and qual- 
ified teachers for the public 
schools; and this work it did in 
an atmosphere of such profession- 
al zeal and enthusiasm that its 
graduates went out as veritable 
pioneers in the educational field, 
consecrated to the advancement 
of our common schools and the 
development of a high school sys- 
tem. 

In the creation of the excellent 
professional spirit and devotion 
of the men and women who have 
graduated from Normal during 
the past 25 years and gone out to 
teach the youth of the State, THE 
CURRENT SAUCE, has, in my 
judgment, played a prominent 
part. May its achievements in the 
future be no less than they have 
been in the past. 



Old Copies Give 

Sidelight on Paper 

By ERBON W. WISE 
The Current Sauce, official or- 
gan of the Alumni Association 
and the Student Body, was first 
published in 1913-14. The small 
four-page paper contained only 
three columns and was sold for 
50 cents a year. The second step 
in the development was an in- 
crease in the number of columns 
to four and the price to 75 cents 
a year. The paper has grown 
slowly but steadily, one column 
at a time, until at present it is a 
seven-column paper and sells for 
$1.50 a year. 

The first editor of The Current 
Sauce was Ethel Merrill. A partial 
list of the editors for the last 
twenty-five years is as follows: 

Ethel Merrill, 1914; Murphy J. 
Sylvest, 1916; Frances Walker 
Gill, 1919; Lucille Bonham, 1920; 
P. E. Wilson, 1921; Gertrude Full- 
er, 1922; Fred J. Rushing, 1923; 
Katherin Jones, 1923; Mrs. George 
A. Moffett, 1923; Barbara Giles, 
1924; Nedra Cromwell, 1925; Mar- 
gie Gibson, 1925; Helena DeWitt, 
1926; Una Ruth Earnest, 1927; 
Doris Compton, 1928; Wynonah 
Genius, 1929; Alice McSpadden, 
1930; Ernestine Willey, 1931; No- 
ralee Butler, 1933; Charles Cun- 
ningham, 1932; Henry Pierson, 
1934; Ray Winn, 1935-36; Mar- 
gueritte Hanley, 1937; John Mak- 
ar, 1938. 

From time to time, The Cur- 
rent Sauce staff has devoted a 
certain issue to some outstanding 
event, such as the State Normal 
College Alumni Issue, The Annual 
College Pep Issue, The April Fool 
Issue called "The Kurrant Sass," 
and The College Spirit Issue of 
November 8, 1933. The last one 
was printed in school colors, pur- 
ple and white, and read: "The 
Current Sauce, realizing the need 
for good college songs, yells, and 
effort in every line, offers the fol- 
lowing prizes: Best Normal col- 
lege Song, $10.00 in gold; Best 
Normal college yell, $2.50 in gold; 
Best Reason Why I Love Normal, 
$5.00 in gold." Students sent in 
many songs and yells. 

The Satan's Satire column in 
The Current Sauce was first 
printed in 1934. This "gossip" col- 
umn gives the inside "dope" on 
the boys and girls and teachers 
on the Hill. Preceding the Satan's 
Satire was the Saucepan column 
that contained jokes originated 
by the students and teachers on 
the campus. No outside jokes 
would be accepted. The first gos- 
sip column was called the "Classi- 
fied Ads". In 1914 two ads from 
this column were: 

1. Wanted: A guaranteed freckle 
remover. "Speck" Holland. 

2. Lost: A red tie. Mr. Prather. 
The Current Sauce has played 

an important part in recording 
the development of Normal Col- 
lege. The old issues of the paper 
show the increasing enrollment 
each year. They describe the new 
buildings that have been erected 
through the years. They carry the 
dates of the founding of the many 
fraternities and sororities on the 
campus.

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LIBRARIAN HAS SEEN COLLEGE 

DEVELOP UNDER HER VERY EYES

Miss Scharlie Russell has seen 
the Normal college change and 
develop under her very eyes. In 
fact she was here before it as- 
sumed the status of a college and 
a good while before that time too 
for she became a member of the 
faculty in 1910. But even that 
does not tell all the story for it 
was at the Louisiana teacher 
training school that Miss Russell 
received her education or rather 
the first part of it. 

In 1889 Miss Russell finished 
the two-year curriculum at Nat- 
chitoches. "The Normal of today 
is a far cry from that quaint 
school of 1889," Miss Russell 
stated and then began to rem- 
iniesce. "Why in those days," she 
began, "all the buildings were 
frame structures. Caldwell Hall 
was still in the brain of the archi- 
tect, and the necessity of other 
buildings was not even dreamed 
of. The main classroom and ad- 
ministration building was a two- 
story frame structure, but a very 
pretty one."

Extra-Curricula Development 

The most remarkable develop- 
ment in her quarter of a century 
experience at the State Normal 
college has been the growth in 
extra-curricular activities and the 
use of library facilities. When she 
was a student here, according to 
her own testimony, extra-curricu- 
lar work was practically non-ex- 
istent. Students acquired their ed- 
ucation from books and then only 
that part that was required. 

Today, she observed, many stu- 
dents derive just as much from 
their extra-curricular activities as 
from their required studies. Dra- 
matics, debating, dancing, crea- 
tive writing, and outdoor exer- 
cise have all come into the sphere 
they now hold since Miss Russell 
first came to Normal. "The change 
has been gradual," she stated, 
"but in some years very pronounc- 
ed. The establishment of the liter- 
ary societies blazed the way for 
all sorts of extra-curricular ac- 
tivities and were a fine thing."

early Normal, Miss Russell smiled 
and replied that there were no 
rules and regulations on the cam- 
pus, only laws, laws which every- 
one had to obey and which were 
of the strictest sort. There was no 
leaving the campus without a 
chaperon, all visitors were enter- 
tained under the watchful eyes of 
matrons, and dancing occasions 
were red-letter events in the 
school's calendar of events. "In 
spite of the fact that there were 
so many iron laws, we all enjoyed 
it immensely", Miss Russell smil- 
ingly said. 

Returns. In 1910 

Returning in 1910, after obtain- 
ing a degree, Miss Russell said 
about the only change she found 
was the absence of the old famil- 
iar faces of her school mates. 
Around this time, Miss Russell 
remembered Caldwell Hall was 
built. "Everyone for miles aroun r l 
came to admire it," she remarked. 
Miss Russell came to the Normal 
at first as English teacher and 
assistant librarian. But as the li- 
brary grew, Miss Rusell soon 
spent most of her time in the 



Part Library Played 

Then concerning the part the 
library has played in the develop- 
ment of the school: "Whether the 
library, the growth of the library, 

the 

effect of progress on the hill, I 
sometimes wonder. Nevertheless 
the library's role has been truly 
significant." 

Start With Few Books 

She said, "Starting from about 
three hundred books, about the 
amount when I first came here, 
we have now over thirty thousand. 
Such an increase is bound to in- 
fluence the school and because of 
the fact that the growth of the 
library is out of all proportion to 
the growth of the student body 
shows that the students through- 
out Normal's history were reading 
more than their predecessors." "Of 
course," she added, "there is no 
need to go into the advantages of 
reading for we all know this." 

The sharpest change for the 
head librarian, and the one most 
welcome too, occurred just a year 
ago last Christmas, at which time 
the library was moved over into 
its new building, the Richard W. 
Leche building. Miss Russell 
stated the the school library is 
the intellectual center of the 
school and the enlarged quarters 
were long needed. 



Looking backward through a 
vista of thirty years at the gen- 
eral aspects of Louisiana Normal 
one can recall, besides the con- 
tour of the campus, very little of 
what exists today. Three build- 
ings still stand that graced the 
campus in those days — Caldwell 
Hall, the Music building, and the 
frame building which now houses 
Social Hall. 

Caldwell Hall was then two 
years old and was the only brick 
and concrete structure of the en- 
tire group. It was flanked 
by two rame dormitories, East 
and West Hall which were verit- 
able firetraps, and all the pro- 
tection afforded them was by a 
fire squad of young ladies who 
manned (?) two primitive hose 
reels. These dormitories were cap- 
able of housing about a hundred 
young lady students. 



Matron's Building 

The Matron's Building was all 
that remained of the old convent 
to which the columns now stand- 
ing were attached. This was partly 
a dormitory and, with an exten- 
sion over some of the space now 
occupied by the new library, serv- 
ed as the school dining hall and 
kitchen. More dormitory space 
was provided by the old Model 
School building, now housing So- 
cial Hall— the Field House, and 
the office of the dean of women. 
In this same building a make- 
shift infirmary was provided.

"MISS DEAN" HAS ENVIABLE 

RECORD OF SERVICE ON HILL

To Miss Dean E. Varnado be- 
longs the distinction of having 
served the college longer than any 
other member of the present fac- 
ulty. Her teaching service here 
was preceded by study at the 
Normal school which gives her an 
unusual fund of knowledge con- 
cerning the college, student life, 
and the faculty. 

In speaking of her student days 
at the college, Miss Varnado 
stated, "I did not enjoy the com- 
fort that the girls have today. 
Glass lamps were used instead of 
the modern electric lights, and 
instead of the steam radiators of 
today, wood stoves heated the 
dormitory rooms." 

Many Presidents 

Miss Varnado likewise holds an 
enviable record in relation to the 
administrators who have headed 
the college and present faculty 
members as illustrated by this 
commentary: "I was taught by 
two presidents of the college: 
James B. Aswell and Beverly C. 
Caldwell. Mr. Tison, the sixth 
president, was one of my class- 
mates and I have had the pleasure 
of teaching Mr. Albert A. Fred- 
ericks. Other members of the pres- 



ent faculty in various departments 
were students in some of my class- 
es. Five presidents have held of- 
fice since I began as a teacher at 
this college." 

In summarizing her reminis- 
cences, Miss Varnado said, "Du- 
ring the years that I have been 
here, and have worked with, talked 
to and taught both boys and girls, 
I can readily say that it was en- 
joyable." 

Influence Felt. 

Information concerning "Miss 
Dean" as she is affectionately 
called, was gleaned from many 
sources to reveal that during the 
many years which she has spent 
here her influence was felt in 
many endeavors from work in lit- 
erary societies and the Y. W. C. 
A., to her personal interest in the 
welfare of "her girls," and the 
work of the Alumni association, of 
which she was once secretary- 
treasurer. 

One could easily write reams of 
copy about "Miss Dean," but an 
old issue of the Potpourri express- 
es succinctly the sentiment of the 
students when one of the classes 
wrote, "We Optimists would be 
satisfied with life if we could only 
be as conscientious as Miss Varn- 
ado." 



Boyd Hall standing at the 
northwest corner of Caldwell Hall 
was used for a gymnasium and 
served partly as the home of the 
school library. A barn and hay- 
shed stood just beyond the New- 
man club house and some stables 
stood on the spot where now rests 
the water tower. These stables 
were for the horses of those who 
rode to school. A wooden building 
situated immediately at the rear 
of the new library contained the 
power huose with a small engine 
to supply lighting for the entire 
school plant. 

Athletic Field 

The athletic field covered the 
space where now rest "C" ana 
"D" dormitories, the music build- 
ing, and the women's gymnasium. 
The swimming pool, recently re- 
moved, was just across the road 
from the water tower. Strong, tall 
fences enclosed the campus on the 
sides next to the old railroad sta- 
tion and Chaplin's lake. The gate 
leading out from the avenue of 
trees toward the lake was always 
tightly closed for fear some of the 
young ladies would escape by that 
route. 

No Walks But Trails 

There were no hard surfaced 
walks on the campus but mere 
raised trails which had to be 
negotiated with the greatest care 
in wet weather. What few side- 
walks were to be found on the 
streets of Natchitoches were built 



of bricks loosely laid and one's 
progress over these was often 
disputed by some stubborn bovine. 

Wood and coal were used for 
fuel on the hill; wood was burned 
in the furnace of the power house 
and coal used in the small Ben- 
jamin Franklin stoves which sup- 
plied warmth for the several oc- 
cupants of each room of the dor- 
mitories. Boarders made their own 
fires with coal hauled up through 
the windows by a rope and pulley. 
Bath tubs were used in only one 
of the dormitories. The occupants 
of the other buildings bathed in 
foot tubs and performed their 
lighter ablutions in tin pans 
which rested in iron frames. No 
provision was made for housing 
young men on the campus until 
about 1915 when the present men's 
dormitory was built. 

Restricted Socially 

The young ladies were restricted 
in social affairs. It was almost 
unknown that a young lady should 
entertain a gentleman caller. All 
church attendance and visits to 
town by young ladies were chap- 
eroned. The best the young men 
could do was to walk along on the 
opposite side of the street, clear 
their throats, and look longingly. 
Young men were not allowed to 
linger after classes either in the 
halls or on the campus to engage 
the girls in conversation. One oc- 
casion looked forward to with the 
greatest zest was Saturday night 
when the three literary societies 
met. These organizations existed 
over a long period under the 
names of Seekers After Knowl- 
edge, the Eclectic Literary Society, 
and Modern Culture Club. These 
meetings were essentially social 
affairs with a small literary pro- 
gram and much practice in par- 
liamentary usage. This was fol- 
lowed by informal periods when 
the boys and girls could talk and 
laugh together uninterrupted for 
as much as a half hour. On these 
occasions all wore their best "bib 
and tucker." 

There were three graduation oc- 
casions per year on which speech- 
es were made by the two honorees 
of the graduating class, the fac- 
ulty representative and class rep- 
resentative respectively. The form- 
er was chosen on scholarship and 
the latter chosen by classmates on 
the basis of popularity. 



auditorium. Decorations were pro 
fuse consisting of ribbons and 
banners emblematic of the dif- 
ferent societies. After each num- 
ber the cheering was loud and 
long, apparently the result of 
much drilling. Gold medals were 
awarded the winners in individual 
events and wall plaques went to 
quartet champions. 



Literary Contest 

The major graduation period 
of the year was at the end of the 
spring term when two or three 
programs were given. Of these 
the night of the annual literary 
society contests overshadowed all 
the rest, even that of graduation. 
These contests were in oratory and 
declamation, and after a few 
years musical quartets were add- 
ed. On these occasions the con- 
testants for each event separately 
occupied the rostrum until the 
event was concluded. The mem- 
bers of the three societies sat 
respectively in the three separate 
tiers of seats in Caldwell Hall 



Faculty Changes 

The personnel of the faculty 
has undergone a multitude of 
changes since 1908. Only two of 
the faculty of that period ar; 
still in service at the college — 
Miss Dean E. Varnado and R. W. 
Winstead. 

During the three years of Presi- 
dent Aswell's administration he 
accomplished many changes and 
improvements in the physical as- 
pects of the school. Dormitories 
"A" and "B", and the dining hall 
were built. The Matron's build- 
ing was partly dismanteled and 
what remained was divorced from 
the columns and moved across 
the campus to where it now serves 
as the music building. The dor- 
mitories were modernized and side 
walks were built of concrete. 

Building Added 

During President Roy's regime 
—1911 to 1929 — the building pro- 
gram was brought down to what it 
is today with the exception of the 
Richard W. Leche library, the 
new power house, and the field 
house. 

The last named improvements 
with an extensive plan for en- 
larging and beautifying the cam- 
pus are properly credited to Presi- 
dent Fredericks. In his desire to 
contribute to the pleasure of the 
students and faculty, the school 
is now enjoying the free privilege 
of a fine golf course. 

During all these years Louisi- 
ana Normal has engaged in in- 
terscholastic competition with 
schools over a broad section of 
the south. The school manitained 
a band of considerable propor- 
tions as far back as 1912. Under 
the musical directorship of Dr. 
H. W. Stopher, now of L.S.U., the 
Normal band won a contest with 
a band from Southwestern of 
Lafayette. 

Secret Organizations 

Of the secret organizations now 
so numerous in the college only 
one of the kind existed in 1908, 
namely, the Chats Noir. This was 
a sorority which lasted only a few 
years. With the passing of the 
several famous literary societies 
in which membership was obliga- 
tory on the part of every student, 
the sororities and fraternities have 
blossomed and flourished. 

After becoming a senior college 
in 1918 Louisiana Normal has en- 
joyed steady progress along all 
physical and academic lines. It 
has served its day and generation 
most admirably with graduates 
doing yoeman service in every 
nook and cranny of the grand old 
state of Louisiana.

Ccmes To The Normal 
In the rummer of 1913 Mr. 
Fournet was given a leave of ab- 
sence to substitute as a mathe- 
ma'ics and physics teacher in the 
school here. Entering Natchitoches 
for the first time, he made his way 
to the hill and clamcred over the 
stile, which was the only entrance 
to the campus at that time. He 
asked to be directed to a place 
where he might receive informa- 
tion as to what he should do and 
was sent to one of the buildings. 
When he knocked at the door, a 
huge woman appeared and glared 
down at him. "What are you do- 
ing here, you little shrimp? Get 
out! This is the girls' dormitory," 
she bellowed. 



Teaches Geography 

The authorities put Mr. Four- 
net to teaching geography, a sub- 
ject with which he was not famil- 
iar. In order that he might keep 
just one jump ahead of the class, 
he spent a nerve wracking period 
in continual studying. Part of the 
work given in summer school was 
review courses in high school sub 
jects. There was no consolidation 
of schools and many country 
homes had no access to high 
school training. The Normal was 
at that time a combination of a 
high school and a two-year col- 
lege. 

Builds Up Department 

In January of 1914 Helena Mes- 
ser Schmidt, head of the high 
school physics department resign- 
ed, and Mr. Fournet was offered 
the position. He began teaching 
arithmetic, geometry, and college 
physics. President V. L. Roy asked 
him to build up the college de- 
partment. The physics class which 
then consisted of four pupils has 
grown to contain forty now. To 
begin with there was very little 



quipped. 

The War Department 

Mr. Fournet was late in return, 
ing to school in the fall of 1913 
He was detained by his own wed- 
ding. He married "the girl across 
the street," May Labbe. They had 
gone through grammar school and 
high school together, had been on 
the same debating team. There i s 
no more debating team now. "The 
War Department," Mrs. Fournet 
is in full charge. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fournet have four 
daughters and one son. Three of 
the girls have degrees from the 
Normal, and one is in school now 
The son expects to graduate here 
also. Mr. Fournet intends to teach 
if he has to furnish his own stu- 
dents. O. J. Hanchey who mar- 
ried Stephanie Fournet was an 
instructor in art here last year 
He is now on leave of absence to 
ob am his Master degree at L. s. 
U. He has a fellowship in art 
there. Mr. Fournet passed out 
cigars during registration this fall. 
He insists he is the youngest 
grandfather on the campus. 

Made Registrar 

The school began a new era in 
1919, the year Mr. Fournet was 
made registrar. All high school 
subjects were taken over by the 
Natchitoches high school, and one 
term above the two year course 
was added. The point system was 
installed in 1920, and the 
same year three students, A. M. 
Hopper, J. O. Pettis, and True- 
heart Ruffin, received the first 
degrees given at this college. 

First Radio in Natchitoches 

Under Mr. Fournet's direction 
the first radio in Natchitoches was 
assembled in 1922 by some of the 
students, one of whom was Mr. 
Ducournau, now of the chemistry 
department. Since that time a 
great deal of work beneficial to 
the school has been done in the 
physics department. A 40-watt 
public address system has been 
built by one of the radio classes. 
It has served at football and 
basketball games, track meets, 
rallys, and has even been used in 
neighboring towns for fairs and 
other meetings. 

In 1935 Mr. Fournet was given 
the official title of head of th? 
science department. His graduate 
work has been done at the Uni- 
versities of Chicago and Texas. 
Some of the honors he has won 
are: Dedication of the Potpourri, 
1924 and 1933; President of the 
Louisiana Academy of Science for 
two terms in 1929 and 1930; and 
President of the Natchitoches 
Chamber of Commerce in 1935. 



MISS FELTUS ONE OF FIRST 

WOMEN TO STUDY AT L.S.U.

Miss Martha Feltus' connection 
with the Normal began with her 
student days here when women 
wore skirts and shirt waists if they 
followed the current fashion dic- 
tates. Miss Feltus recalls that in 
her undergraduate days there 
were more women students than 
men, as is the case today. 

The majority of the elective of- 
fices were held by men and so 
Miss Feltus recalls with amuse- 
ment the political campaign which 
she won for the presidency of her 
class. 

"No Place for Women." 

As an aspiring young teacher 
in East Baton Rouge parish, Miss 
Feltus decided to continue her 
work at the State University. 
When she applied for admission, 
the president replied that it was 
not customary to admit women, 
but as there was no rule forbid- 
ding women the right to attend, 
she was enrolled as one of the 
first women candidates for a de- 
gree from L. S. U. The masculine 
members of the classes expressed 



their opinion that the University 
was "no place for women." 

In her teaching career Miss 
Feltus has filled almost every po- 
sition. She began with the inten- 
tion of teaching in the primary 
grades and has taught upper el- 
ementary and high school classes- 
Her interest in history was t<& 
ered and developed by one of b e! 
college professors.

BEFORE LANDSCAPING 
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Historical Sketch of Louisiana State Normal College 
Reveals Institution Contributed Much To Louisiana 



Established by special act of the 
State legislature on July 7, 1884, 
as the State Normal School of 
Louisiana and 34 years later, in 
1918, recognized as a college and 
named the Louisiana State Nor- 
mal College, the teachers' college 
at Natchitoches has been recog- 
nized through the 53 years of its 
existence as the most powerful 
educational influence in Louisi- 
ana. Frequently, it has been re- 
ferred to by leading educators of 
the state as the "Mother of Public 
Education" in Louisiana because 
of its prestige in the development 
of the great school system which 
the state now enjoys. 

The bill for the establishment of 
the State Normal School was 
introduced in the State Legisla- 
ture by Judge William Shay of 
Shreveport; and Captain Leopold 
Caspari, then a member of the 
legislature from Natchitoches Pa- 
rish, was largely responsible for 
the location of the institution in 
Natchitoches. Milton J. Cunning- 
ham, Attorney General of Louisi- 
ana at that time, is also given 
credit for the establishment of 
the teacher-training school. Gen- 
eral Cunningham cooperated with 
Mr. Caspari and E. A. Cassidy of 
Robeline, members of the house 
of representatives from Natchi- 
toches Parish, and J. Fisher Smith 
of Many, State Senator from the 
district, in the creation of senti- 
ment in the State Leglisature for 
the passage of the bill establish- 
ing the school and later assisted 
in convincing members of the 
State Board of Education that 
Natchitoches was an ideal location 
for the school. 

Develops Teachers In Any Field. 

Created "for the benefit of such 
white persons of either sex as 
may desire and intend to teach 
in the public schools of Louisiana, ' 
the school has remained through 
the years as the only educational 
institution in the state primarily 
and specifically designed to train 
the teachers of the state. With 
this purpose in mind the authori- 
ties of the college have designed 
the curricula offered by the col- 
lege in such a manner that today 
the institution stands ready to 
develop teachers in any field of 
activity that they may be called 
upon to teach in the public schools 
of the state. 

Opening its doors in the fall of 
1885 with a faculty of three teach- 
ers and a student body of 27 mem- 
bers, the Normal has grown until 
today it has a faculty of mor . 
than 80 trained men and women 
and a student body of more than 
2.500 annually. The college takes 
pride in pointing to scores of its 
graduates who have attained high 
positions in both state and na- 
tional educational circles. Hun- 
dreds of mm and women who 
now occupy places of high rank 
in the educational field of the 
state are graduates of the Stare 
Normal College, and many who 
now hold ou standing positions 
outside the state have graduated 
from the Teachers' College of 
Louisiana. 

Comes To The Front. 

Since the year it opened its 
doors, the State Normal has sup- 
Plied rural, elementary and sec- 
o n d a r y teachers, supervisors, 
Principals and superintendents of 
education in the state. The his- 



tory and growth of public educa- 
tion in Louisiana have been inter- 
woven with the history of the 
Teachers' College of the State. 
When the teachers of Louisiana 
were trained in institutes, subsi- 
dized by the George Peabody Fund 
and the State of Louisiana, the 
Louisiana State Normal College 
furnished leaders for the work. 
When examinations formed th; 
basis for entrance into the teach- 
ing profession, the Normal con- 
ducted summer schools and read- 
ing courses which prepared teach- 
ers for the work that they were 
to undertake. When two years of 
professional training was required 
of teachers, the State Normal col- 
lege provided teachers with such 
training; and when four years of 
training was required, the Normal 
offered four-year curricula. When 
supervisors were named in the va- 
rious parishes in the state, the 
Louisiana State Normal again 
came to the front and offered 
courses for their training. 
Value To State. 

In a recent survey made of the 
cost of the college to the state 
and of the number of teachers who 
have been graduated from the in- 
stitution and who have taught in 
the public schools of the state, it 
was revealed that the state has 
expended $6,569,076.12 in the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of 
the college, and that in turn 9,127 
teachers have completed courses 
at the college and have taught a 
total of 81,483 teacher-years in 
the public schools of the state. 
Based upon the assumption that 
teachers instruct an average of 
25 pupils per annum and that a 
year spent in school is worth 
$150.00 to an individual each year 
of a twenty-year earning period, 
the graduates of the State Normal 
College have, therefore, given the 
youth of the state, education val- 
ued at $6,111,225,000.00 or more 
than $100,000,000.00 per annum. 

Ranked as A-l among the 
teachers* colleges of the United 
States, the Louisiana State Nor- 
mal College is a member of the 
American Association of Teachers 
Colleges and of the Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools of 
the Southern States. According to 
a recent survey of the teachers' 
colleges in the country, the Lou- 
isiana Normal is the tenth largest 
normal college in the United 
States. 

Beautiful Campus. 

Situated at the south end of the 
city of Natchitoches on an elevat- 
ed position at the southern ex- 
tremity of the Natchitoches pine 
hills and bordered by beautiful 
lakes and virgin pine forests, the 
campus of the Louisiana State 
Normal college has always been 
considered as one of the most at- 
tractive college campuses in the 
Southwest. 

Seven presidents have headed 
the college during its fifty-three 
years' history. Dr. E. E. Sheib was 
was named first president of the 
school and remained at its head 
until 1888 when Colonel Thomas 
Duckett Boyd was elected presi- 
dent. B. C. Caldwell replaced 
Colonel Boyd in 1896 and served 
as head of the school until 1908 
when Dr. James B. Aswell was 
chosen as president. In 1911 V. 
L. Roy was named president of 
the college and remained at its

head for 18 years until 1929 when 
W. W. Tison was elected. President 
Albert A. Fredericks was elected 
president on July 23, 1934, and 
took his seat of office on August 
1, 1934. 

College Activities. 

The college sponsors annually 
the Northwest Louisiana High 
School Rally and Basketball Tour- 
nament, Relay Carnival, a Sport's 
Day for high school girls, a Speech 
Tournament for high school stu- 
dents, a Louisiana Forensic Meet 
for colleges in the Southern states, 
a Folk School, Adult Education 
Teachers' School of Instruction, 
and the Fall Tri-State Singing 
Convention. During 1935, 1936 and 
1937 the college held a Summer 
School for Supervisors, a Short 
Course for Music Supervisors, a 
Band Clinic for musicians in Lou- 
isiana and neighboring states, and 
a Vocal Festival for high school 
students in the state. In 1937 the 
annual Convention of the Louisi- 
ana Police Jury was held on the 
campus. 

College Milestones 

The State Normal College Al- 
umni Association which now has 
chapters in the majority of the 
parishes in the state was organ- 
ized in 1894 with Miss Bessie V. 
Russell as its first president. Oth- 
er milestones in the history of the 
State Normal college include the 
first graduation class of three stu- 
dents in 1887, the formation of the 
Seekers After Knowledge Literary 
Society in 1890, and the Eclectic 
Literary Society in 1893, the erec- 
tion of Boyd Hall in 1895, the es- 
tablishment of Alby L. Smith Loan 
Fund by the College Alumni As- 
sociation in 1897, the erection of 
the model school in 1900, the or- 
ganization of the Modern Culture 
Club in 1902, the erection of Cald- 
well Hall in 1906, the celebration 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the opening of the school and the 
establishment of the Normal Loan 
Fund in 1910, the erection of the 
Training School in 1912, the ad- 
mission of the college to the 
American Association of Teachers 
College in 1925 and to the Associ- 
ation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools of the Southern States in 
1926, the erection of Warren Eas- 
ton Hall in 1928, the celebration 
of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
College in 1934, the construction 
of the Richard W. Leche Library 
and a modern Power Plant in 1936, 
the completion of Warren Easton 
Hall, establishment of a modern 
Manual Training Department and 
enlargement of the Student Ac- 
tivities Center, the extension of 
the landscaping project on the 
campus including the construction 
of a network of hard-surfaced 
roads and a parkway lighting sys 
tern, complete renovation of dorm- 
itories and academic buildings, 
the building of a new athletic 
field, and the installing of a radio 
broadcasting studio in 1937, and 
plans for the erection of a high 
school and trades school building 
and a men's dormitory in 1938.

Physical Plant 
Undergoes Change 
During Many Years

The past 25 years have seen 
the college grow from a small, 
poorly equipped college with a 
faculty of 45 and an enrollment 
of less than 500 students to one 
of the leading teacher training 
institutions in the South. 

To the casual observer the most 
striking change has been in the 
physical appearance of the cam- 
pus. In 1911 there were three 
brick or concrete buildings, main 
or Caldwell, "B" dormitory and 
Dining Hall. During the admin- 
istration of V. L. Roy three new 
dormitories for women, "A", "C", 
and "D", a men's dormitory, 
Science, Warren Easton Hall, So- 
cial Hall (formerly Model School) 
and men and women's gymnas- 
iums were added. Other buildings 
during this period include a con- 
crete power house, modern sani- 
tary dairy, home economics cot- 
tage, and president's home. 
More Expansion 
Physcial expansion did not stop 
at the end of the previous period. 
The administration of A. A. Fred- 
ericks inaugurated a second per- 
iod of development. As part of 
this program the campus now 
boasts a new library and power 
house, and renovated dormitories 
and academic buildings. Under 
process of construction are a new 
high school and trades school- 
building, football stadium, and 
men's dormitory. A tentative con- 
struction program calls for still 
further additions, such as a fine 
arts building, new dormitories for 
men and women, a field house and 
a swimming pool. 

Landscaping Program 
The natural beauty of the cam- 
pus has been greatly enhanced by 
an extensive landscaping and 
beautifying program. The 640

In trying to find interesting 
facts about Normal student life 
25 years ago, Miss Augusta Nel- 
ken, Mrs. George Williamson, and 
M. G. J. Shehane were interviewed 
for student reminiscences. 

The high board fence enclosing 
the campus years ago was prob- 
ably one of the most symbolic 
structures of the Normal in that 
"it kept the girls in and the in- 
truders out." 

No Boys Allowed. 

Absolutely no boys were allowed 
on the college grounds after dark 
unless they were there for a meet- 
ing of one of the literary societies. 
Girls were allowed to go to town 
only once or twice a week on 
specified days and in groups of 
three or more. 

No Picture Shows. 

Since there was no riding in 
cars permitted and no picture 
show to be attended, few opportu- 
nities arose for leaving the camp- 
us. 

Special permission was neces- 
sary for girls to leave town, and 
even so, sometimes, when parents 
came for their daughters, they 
had trouble in getting them out 
of the club. The Christmas holiday 
period was the only time when all 
students could go home without 
permits. 

Girls and boys were never al- 
lowed to have dates or even to 
walk to and from town together. 
Groups of boys stood along the 
way and watched the girls as they 
passed. 

Boys Dorm Scandalous. 

There was much discussion 
about building a boys' dormitory 
on the campus because some 
thought it very scandalous even 
to think of boys living on the hill. 

Before the time of cars and 
good roads, the Normal was the 
center of social interest for Natch- 
itoches. Lyceum numbers and mu- 
sical programs were well attended 
and patronized by town people. 
At one time special trains came 
from Homer and Alexandria for 
a lyceum number. Very expensive 
lyceum numbers were obtained, 
and once when the college became 
indebted for lyceum programs, a 
Carnival of Nations was held. The 
entrance fee was 25 cents, which 
seemed quite a sum to be spent 
by a Normal student, and all at- 
tractions within the carnival cost 
five cents. The needed sum of 
$440 was raised and the debt was 
paid. 

Home Entertainment. 

The students probably took a 
keener interest in being enter- 
tained in the homes of Natchi- 
toches 25 years ago than they do 
now. Of course, the entertainer 
had to be granted permission to 
invite the girls to her home, and 
no boys could be at the home 
while the girls were there. 
Mail Call. 
The mail call was an interest- 
ing phase of student life. Since 
there was no post office on the 
hill, the mail was brought in mail 
bags from town and was delivered 
to the dean who separated it and

Has Interpreted Life On Campus

It was in 1908 that the Pot- 
pourri was first published. A di- 
minutive thing, it is a far cry 
from the modern yearbook which 
has come a long way in its tur- 
bulent history. But beginnings are 
always interesting. In 1908 a small 
staff of about six people published 
the first annual. It was bound in 
green cardboard and about one- 
fourth as large as the present edi- 
tions. The impression one receives 
is of quiet dignity, of aloofness, 
almost of reticence. As the year- 
book reflected the life at the 
school, the flow of life on the 
campus must have been slow, reg- 
ular and uninterrupted, not af- 
fected by the great world outside 
of the Normal gates. 

Few Sports 

The early yearbooks are replete 
with long flowing skirts, plays, 
poetry, and pictures of the dif- 
ferent classes who all took unto 
themselves some classic or high 
sounding name such as the Ex- 
celsiors, Strivers, Climbers, etc. 
The sports section is just about 
nil. A football game or two with 
a nearby high school, intra-mural 
basketball spiced with a few out- 
side games and then the really 
sporting season, spring time, base- 
ball time. 

These first annuals had no 
"Vanity Fair" or popularity sec- 
tions, no "handsomest boy," and 
"girl most likely to succeed," but 
instead whole pages telling the 
eccentricities and personal traits 
of various class members. 

First Editor 

The first editor, the founder of 
the Potpourri was Norma Over- 
bey. In 1910 the annual was dedi- 
cated to Mrs. Lizzie McVoy "whose 
keen wit and intelligence" in the 
words of the book "was the life 
of the campus." 

For five years, from 1908-12 
inclusive the evolution of the Pot- 
pourri was gradual. No radical 
changes were made. This was the 
period of foundation. But in 1913 
the evolution became accelerated 
and, as the history teachers say, 
became revolution. For in that 
year the publication issued forth 
in a soft, gold-stamped leather 
cover; seemed to have doubled in 
size and to have improved the

Prof. Williamson was the first 
person to show a particular inter- 
est in the entertainment of the 
students by showing slides with a 
magic lantern.

curriculum which rates among the 
best in this part of the country. 

New Gymnasium 

A new gymnasium was built 
and dedicated in 1922, and until 
a few years ago was used by both 
men and women. The year follow- 
ing another swimming pool was 
erected and has been in use ever 
since. In 1928 the women's ath- 
letic field was constructed and put 
into use. 

In the past few years not so 
many things have been added, but 
there has been much development 
towards the modern trend which 
places much emphasis on individ- 
ual sports and recreation. Inci- 
dentally, Normal is the first and 
only college in Louisiana to have 
had a College Play Day. The first 
one was held in 1929.

quality of the paper so that for 
the first time Normal was rep- 
resented by a really distinctive 
yearbook. But the life at the 
teacher-training institute had not 
changed. Still the yearbook re- 
flected the same campus activi- 
ties — jokes on the faculty, long 
dresses, poetry and ideals. No 
modern photography as we know 
it appeared— all still life shots, 
posed pictures. 

Improvement 
In 1913 the edition was dedi- 
cated to Captain Caspari and the 
editors who made the remark- 
able improvement were Margie 
Hays and Lucy Leveque. The Pot- 
pourri had gone out of its infancy 
and entered its childhood, a period 
of rapid development. From 1913- 
17 the tenor, the key-note of the 
book gradually changed. Other 
influences had crept in. Exchanges 
began to be frequent. The out- 
look broadened and consequently 
the book became more serious but 
more liberal at the same time. It 
is interesting to note the changes 
in style of women's clothes as 
traced in the photographs from 
year to year. The dresses were 
gradually ridding themselves of 
their superfluous lengths, high 
waists and puffed sleeves. 

In '17 and '18 during the time 
of the World War, no yearbook 
was published. The girls were too 
busy knitting stockings and writ- 
ing letters. The boys had gone to 
war. Yet it seems as if the great- 
est progress was made in this 
period. Perhaps the war made stu- 
dents realize that other places did 
exist and that the printing of 
jokes and quips was not the prim- 
ary purposes of an annual. 
Peak In Adolescence 
In '19 the Potpourri was re- 
sumed and definitely it had reach- 
ed the peak in the period of adol- 
escence. Throwing aside the tra- 
ditional leather cover, it appeared 
in bright new vari-colored dress 
of leatherette or leather stiffen- 
ed with cardboard. It was about 
this time that the Normal Train- 
ing school became a college and 
took its present name of Lou- 
isiana State Normal college. The 
Potpourri for t the first time had 
a campus life section, had a pop- 
ularity department of best man 
athlete, sweetest girl, most de- 
pendable girl, etc. 

"Good Time Era" 
During the so-called good time 



and seemed to have all the vir- 
tues and vices of youth. Familiar 
faces appear in numbers on the 
faculty. Almost from the begin- 
ning the pictures of Miss Dean 
Varnado, Miss Feltus, Mr. Win- 
stead and Miss Scharlie Russell 
appeared. 

Through the twenties the Pot- 
pourri increased in size and im- 
proved in makeup under the edi- 
torship of Mabel Callender, Pau- 
line Olmstead and others. During 
the years of the depression, the 
yearbook did not seem to suffer 
but instead to prosper. The age 
of streamlining is reflected in its 
graceful lines and themes and by 
1937 the Potpourri had grown to 
over 200 pages, replete with photo- 
graphs, candid camera shots, ath- 
letics, social organizations and 
beautiful girls. It was truly a 
cross section of campus life. 

Yet twenty-five years from now, 
when as yet some unborn editor 
wants to celebrate the golden an- 
niversary of something or other, 
he too will smile, half wistfully 
perhaps, at ancient customs, the 
conservatism, the dress and 
manners of campus life in '37.

YOUNG WOMEN'S 
CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION 
1911 



In 1889 the women students of 
the college, under the direction of 
Miss Tremble, organized a "De- 
votional Circle" for the purpose of 
bringing the women students into 
closer contact with one another 
and providing opportunity for 
spiritual growth. 

Prior to the organization of the 
"Devotional Circle" there was an 
association called "The Onward 
and Upward Circle of King's 
Daughters." Like the "Devotional 
Circle" regular meetings were held 
and instructive programs were 
rendered. These organizations, 
however, did not undertake any 
special work. 

On March 12, 1911, Miss Sin- 
clair, a representative of the 
Young Women's Christian Associ- 
ation visited the "Devotional 
Circle". At her suggestion this or- 
ganization was merged into a Y. 
W. C. A. which soon became one 
of the most influential organiza- 
tions on the campus. 

The main purpose of the organ- 
ization was to promote spiritual, 
intellectual, and physical develop- 
ment in the college. 

Today, the Y. W. C. A. is one of 
the most active organizations on 
the campus. The association 
reaches many women students and 
boasts this year of 110 members. 

The Y. W. C. A. has one special 
project outside of its immediate 
bounds. In 1922, on Mother's Day, 
the organization adopted a little 
girl, Agnes Whatley, who was in 
the Methodist Orphanage at Rus- 
ton. For fifteen years, the mem- 
bers have made clothes and sent 
boxes to this child who is fifteen 
years old now. 

The Y. W. C. A. has Morning 
Watch every morning at seven- 
fifteen. Regular Sunday evening 
devotionals are held and at this 
time the programs deal with prob- 
lems of the day. At times the pro- 
grams are purely inspirational. 

Delegates are always sent to 
state conventions, retreats are 
held, and the social side of life is 
taken care of also. 

Joint meetings of the Y. W. C. 
A. and Y. M. C. A. are held each 
month. 

The work which is done by this 
Association is planned by a Cab- 
inet of eighteen members. 

Counselors for the Y. W. C. A. 
are Miss Dean E. Varnado, Miss 
Minnie Lee Odom, and Miss Leora 
Blair.

MEN'S GLEE CLUB 
1919 



The Glee Club of L.S.N.C. has 
an interesting and colorful past. 
The club originated under the 
baton of Prof. Alexander of the 
English Department in 1919 and 
had a remarkable record. This 
club made a state wide tour in 
1920 appearing in Lake Charles, 
Alexandria, Monroe, Shreveport. 
and many other cities in the state. 

The roster of the club consisted 
of about twenty-five members. 
Professor Alexander resigned to 
George Proudfit and the club in- 
cluded such members as Rev. 
Kearnie Keegan, now at Alexan- 
dria and Ross Maggio, now doing 
musical work in California. 

After a lapse of several years 
the Men's Glee Club was reor- 
ganized by Prof. Brittain of the 
music department and is now 
being carried on by Mr. Paul 
Thornton, present head of the 
Music Department and director of 



The Women's Athletic Associa- 
tion was organized in 1924 with all 
girls interested in sports and out- 
of-door activities being invited to 
become members of the organiza- 
tion. 

The constitution was adopted in 
1925 and the first joint system was 
introduced. During this year, the 
first sport leaders for swimming, 
track, boating, tennis, dancing, 
hiking, and basketball were elec- 
ted. 

In 1930 archery, volley ball, soc- 
cer, and hockey were added to the 
list of sports. 

Horseback riding, and recrea- 
tional games such as tennequoits, 
ping pong, and horse shoe pitch- 
ing were added in 1934. 

The first college sports day held 
in Louisiana was sponsored by 
the W.A.A. in 1929. Colleges from 
all over Louisiana and two from 
Texas participated. 

In a sports day held in 1934 in 
which Centenary College, Louisi- 
ana Normal, and Louisiana Tech 
participated, Louisiana Normal 
won the highest number of points 
during the day. 

The W.A.A. instituted the first 
high school play day in 1933. It 
has been an annual event ever 
since and has grown so much that 
it has to be limited to participa- 
tion by invitation. 

In 1930 the W.A.A. became affil- 
iated with the American Federa- 
tion of College Women, which is 
the national organization of col- 
lege W.A.A.'s. 

Basket-ball was the first intra- 
mural sport introduced. Now, soc- 
cer, basket-ball, baseball, tennis, 
ping pong, tennequois, aerial darts 
and badminton are offered for 
intramural competition. 

The features of the W.A.A. are 
an annual stunt night, freshman 
picinc, and a carnival ball. For 
many years the dances sponsored 



The Catholic students of the 
State Normal college installed, in 
the fall of 1925, a chapter of the 
Newman Club, a national organ- 
ization of Catholic men and wo- 
men in non-sectarian schools. The 
Newman Club replaced a similar 
organization known as the Apos- 
tles of Prayer, organized in 1906. 
and became a member of an inter- 
national organization known as 
the "Federation of College Cath- 
olic Clubs." The Normal Newman 
Club sends its presidents to the 
annual meetings of this organiza- 
tion, which are held each summer 
in a city chosen by the vote of 
the delegates to the convention. 

The Normal Newman Club is 
also a member of the Gulf States 
Province, an organization com- 
posed of Newman Clubs of the 
states of Louisiana, Texas, Mis- 
sissippi, Oklahoma, and Alabama. 
A convention of this organization 
met at the State Normal in the 
spring of 1935. 

The local Newman Club has had 
three of its members elected offi- 
cers of the Gulf States Province 
Organization in recent years.

The Myrtle Aymond ring, a 
memorial to the leadership of the 
first president, who died several 
years ago, is awarded annually to 
the most outstanding active mem- 
ber of the sorority. This ring has 
been worn by Dorothy L'Herrison, 
Annice Allday, and Margaret 
Hicks, who now wears it.

Hudson Johnson, present prin- 
cipal of the Plain Dealing hign 
school, was taken into the fra- 
ternity as the first pledge and 
since that time there have been 
several hundred young men pledg- 
ed and initiated. 

The purpose of the Phi Kappa 
Nu fraternity is to form friendly 
relations between its members and 
help them in any way possible. 
To pass the entrance examination, 
a male student of the college must 
possess a "C" average and must 
at all times be a gentleman. These 
two qualifications, coupled with 
a few others, make up the en- 
trance examination. The Phi Kaps 
have the distinction of giving the 
hardest initiation of any fratern- 
ity at the local college, although 
no harm has come to any of the 
members due to this weird initia- 
tion. They also demand order and 
obedience at the weekly meetings 
that are held in Caldwell Hall 
every Tuesday evening at 6:30 
o'clock. 

Many members of the fraternity 
have been prominent in extra- 
curricular activities on the Nor- 
mal Hill.

The mater- 
ial for this outline was obtained from Coach Harry Tur- 
pin's files which were compiled from old Potpourris, rec- 
ords, and newspapers. Inasmuch as the old records were 
lost, information for some years is not complete. The in- 
formation presented, however, gives a fairly good picture 
of Normal dominance in athletics in Louisiana.

The Varsity Football Team 
1913 

HOMER CARTER, guard: Car- 
ter weighs 148 puonds, is 6 feet 
tall, and is 19 years old. Carter 
played his first football last fall, 
and, though light for a line posi- 
tion, he played a great game, more 
than holding his man. He charged 
hard and low and fast, and 
tackled many a back behind the 
line. 

WILLIAM F. DUNCKELMAN, 
halfback: "Bill" weighs 142 
pounds, is 5 feet 11 inches tall, 
and is 19 years old. Bill was 
captain of the team — and a good 
one. He played two years under 
Dr. Pool, mostly at end, and so 
was one of the few old men to 
report last fall. On offense, he 
was a good ground gainer, and 
ran interference well. On defense, 
he played an equally strong game, 
being a hard tackier and good at 
breaking up forward passes. 

JOE FARRAR, right end: Far- 
rar weighs 132 pounds, is 5 feet 
7 inches tall, and is 21 years old. 
He was fast, a sure tackier, and 
unusually good at sizing up the 
opponent's attack. Always play- 
ing a good game, he outdid him- 
self in the Ruston game, in which 
he and Kemp were stars. 

T. B. EUBANKS, center: Eu- 
banks had played football in high 
school, but his first year at Nor- 
mal was in 1913. He weighs 158 
pounds, is 5 feet 10 inches tall, 
and 24 years old. Using on of- 
fense a style of play in which only 
direct passes from center are used, 
an accurate and dependable cen- 
ter is absolutely essential. Eu 
banks met these requirements in 
marked degree. He made but few 
poor passes, and his passing on 
shift plays was well-timed as well 
as accurate. 

THOMAS L. HARVEY, half- 
back: Harvey played some on the 
scrubs in 1912, but outside of that 
has had little football experience. 
He weighs 150 pounds, is 6 feet 
1 inch tall. Harvey was best on 
end runs and off-tackle plays. 

CHARLES LEWIS TYNES, left 
end: Tynes weighs only 130 
pounds, is 5 feet 9 inches tall, 
and is 19 years old. He lives at 
Hackly, La. Tynes was at his best 
at the Pineville and Monroe 
games, and was the best man on 
the team for the receiving of a 
forward pass. 

CASTLE O. HOLLAND, quar- 
terback: Holland weighs 123 
pounds, is 5 feet 7% inches tall, 
and is 18 years old. His value to 
the team, lies quite as much in 
the confidence with which he in- 
spires his teammates as in his 
own marked ability. 

HENRY LEON KILLEN, full- 
back: Killen weighs 152 pounds, 
in 5 feet 9 inches tall, and is 18 
years old. He played left-tackle 
on the team, so this was his sec- 
ond year on the team, but his 
first at fullback. Killen was a 
terrific line plunger, hard hitting, 
and never stopping until down. 
He played his best games against 
Pineville and Lafayette. 

FRED JACKSON, tackle: "Tub- 
by" has been on the team for 
three years, so he was one of the 



few "N" men who started the 
season. Besides playing a consist- 
ent game in the line. Jackson was 
a good place kicker, and his "toe" I 
added several points to Normal's 
score. 

WOODWARD W. LINDSEY. 
guard: Lindsay weighs 160 pounds, 
js 5 feet 11 inches tall, and 19 
years old. At first he lacked both 
speed and aggressiveness on the 
gridiron, as well as a knowledge 
of the game. He improved steadily 
and surely. 

CLYDE CARTER, guard: Clyde 
weighs 160 pounds, is 6 feet tall, 
and 21 years old. He is a tower 
of strength in the line, but early 
in the season was prone to wait 
for the charge of his opponent. 

G. W. KEMP, tackle: Kemp was 
one of the veterans who played 
again this season. He outplayed 
every man against whom he was 
pitted, and was never stopped no 
matter how many men were de- 
tailed to "get the big man." He 
starred in every game — but ex- 
pecially in the Ruston game.

When H. Lee Prather reported for duty as coach of athletics at the Normal twenty-five years ago. 
these boys answered his call for football practice. No record of t he games won or lost is available 
and Coach does not remember, but the 1914 Potpourri gives a brief sketch of each man stating that 
all played good games throughout the season.

Collection Being 
Made of Chemistry 
Experiments Here 

| A current project of the chem- 
; istry department is the making 
of a collection of chemical experi • 
ments, which will be particularly 
suitable for non-majors in chem- 
istry. This work is being done by 
a group of chemistry students un- 
der the supervision of J. W. Webb, 
assistant professor of chemistry. 

Spectacular and practical ex- 
periments will be selected from 
various sources such as textbooks 
and scientific magazines, actually 
performed to ascertain their edu- 
cational value and practicality, 
and then written up with detailed 
instructions for carrying them 
out. When completed, this collec- 
tion will be put into book form. 
Although selected primarily for 
the use of college chemistry stu- 
dents, many of the more elemen- 
tary of these experiments will be 
suitable for high school students. 

Students working on this pro- 
ject at present are Marie Zuelke, 
Walter Ledet, and Gardner Krieg- 
er. The assistance of others will 
probably be enlisted as the work 
progresses.

For the past month preparations 
have been made for a course in 
Photography at the Normal col- 
] ege sponsored entirely by NYA. 
Under the instruction of David 
Sc °tt, supervisor of photography, 
eight fulltime NYA students will 
be taught in every phase of pho- 
tography, including landslide pro- 
jections, news photography, micro- 
scopic photography, poetry pho- 
tography, and motion pictures. 

Two classrooms, consisting of a

science building in the agricul- 
ture department. Approximately 
$500 has been appropriated by the 
NYa for equipment in this course. 
- T he four different, cameras to be 
used are a graflex camera for day 



pictures, a speed graphic camera 
for either day or night pictures 
a miniature candid camera, and a 
16-millimeter motion picture cam 
era. Other equipment consists of 
one enlarger and one printer. 

The first project for these stu 
dents will be to take pictures of 
those who do not have their iden 
tification pictures in the regis 
trar's office. As they become mor 
experienced in the work, they will 
be allowed to make photographs 
for the Potpourri. They will b 
paid by the hour far their work. 

The main purposes in offering 
the course are to prepare the stu 
dents to be able to conduct visua 
education in their schools, to help 
make pictures for their yearbooks 
and also to lay a foundation for 
further work in this field.

When the sprinkler system alarm on Caldwell hall 
went off the other day, many students and faculty mem- 
bers within hearing distance were unaware of the signifi- 
cance of the disturbance or the proper action to take in 
the event the alarm was heralding a fire. The alarm served 
to focus attention upon a definite need for fire drill instruc- 
tion and meaning of bell signals on the campus. 

Despite the fact that collegians are supposed to have 
sufficient intelligence to know how to respond to a fire 
alarm, some definite information should be set forth re- 
garding the nature of the signals used and the procedure 
to be followed in evacuating a building in an emergency. 
Even though Caldwell hall is now equipped with a sprink- 
ler system an occasional fire drill would facilitate evacua- 
tion and avoid the congestion which is certain to result 
without proper drilling in the event of an emergency. With 
the upper floors of Caldwell Hall crowded with students, 
unorganized evacuation through only two principal stair- 
ways might easily result in disaster. 

In a poll of several faculty members the startling fact 
was revealed that only one fire drill has been held on the 
campus in the past 14 years. That one drill was deemed 
necessary because Boyd hall was considered a fire trap. 
Any occupied building in which fire signals and the pro- 
cedure to be followed in case of fire are not known is a 
potential death trap. 

With one fire drill per semester held on the campus, 
signals and procedure should become sufficiently familiar 
to students and faculty members to avoid unnecessary loss 
of life through ignorance.

Some Methods Used By A Few 
Teachers at the Normal, That 
I Think Are Wrong 



(For obvious reasons the writer 
of this article wishes his name 
withheld.) 
I believe that the majority of 
the students in this college are 
here to win their way by hard 
work and fair means. There are 
exceptions, of course, but to those 
students who earnestly seek to do 
the will of teachers, (and it would 
almost take a detective to find out 
just what some of them do want,) 
I think they should be assisted 
and given every opportunity to 
pass. 

Some teachers have a high per- 
centage of failures. The education 
department of the college teaches 
us that there is something wrong 
in a case like that. It is either the 
teacher's methods or the study 
habits of pupils. 



Who is wrong in this particular 
instance: A teacher gave a "pop" 
(unexpected) test. He stood before 
the class and read a "True-False" 
test and gave very little time for 
thought. The results showed that 
the entire class failed, the highest 
grade made being 67%. On this 
test he gave some "catch" ques- 
tions and admitted later that he 
did. The curve system of grading 
was not used in this case, but the 
low grades made by the individ- 
uals were recorded to be averaged 
with the mid-term grades. This 
test brought many pupils' grades 
down so low that it was impos- 
sible for them to bring them up 
enough to pass at mid-term. This 
same teacher gave another "pop" 
test at final— on Monday instead 
of on Friday as he was scheduled 
to do. Many students, busy re- 
viewing for other final tests, and 
leaving their review of this sub- 
ject till later in the week, failed 
for this reason. Was that fair? Is 
it right for ANY teacher to con- 
sider ONLY HIS convenience in 
giving tests? One ambitious girl 
who made high grades in other 
subjects and who had done her 



ation that she suffered because of 
an "F" by her name her mother 
proceeded to bawl her out for fail- 
ing. She said "The only way I 
could console Mother was to tell 
her that (the writer of this ar- 
ticle) failed." Knowing this party 
and knowing that he COULD 
pass if given a fair opportunity, 
the mother thought perhaps the 
teacher was to blame for the fail- 
ure. 



Here is another method used bv 
a teacher that, I think, is wrong. 
A teacher took up about half a 
period to lecture a girl for cutting 
her class. She said: 

"Why were you absent yester- 
day, Miss W — ?" 

Miss W. replied, "I was sick." 

How sick?" the teacher asked. 

"I had a headache." 

"It wasn't hurting too bad for 
you to go to town that afternoon, 
was it?" 

"I didn't go to town." 

"Yes, you did" — said the teach- 
er, "for I saw you" — making the 
girl out a liar before the rest of 
the class. She lectured the girl 
until she had her in tears from 
anger and humiliation. Is it right 
to treat a college student as 
though he were a child? Is it 
right to discipline one in public? 
This girl may have needed a rep- 
rimand in private, (she said she 
was not guilty, though), but the 
method used by this teacher was 
wrong, I think. The college has 
no law that says a student must 
get permission to be absent from 
a class, neither does it require the 
student to bring an excuse when 
he absents himself from class — 
neither is there a law to keep a 
teacher from bawling him out be- 
fore the class when he returns. 
Isn't there something wrong? 



Here is another method that 
should have gone cut of date long 
ago. A teacher hands back papers 
and reads out the grades made by 

each student: "Miss made an 

A, Miss — made a B, and Miss — 
made an F, etc." I could see those 
"F" students wince. Perhaps they 
were not to blame for the "F". 
Perhaps they knew as much about 
the subject as those who made A's 
and B's but still they were held 
up to unfavorable conspicuous - 
ness. Some tests are not fair tests 
of one's knowledge of a subject. 
When teachers require pupils to 
learn a long list of dates, names, 
etc., or reads his test to the class 
or does a number of other un- 
necessary things he shouldn't 
blame the poor "F" students. 
About thirty years ago the presi- 
dent of the Normal read the stu- 
dents' grades in assembly. Shall 
we go back to that method of giv- 
ing out grades? One teacher might 
say "Yes".

The headache, backache, 
fever and general prostration are extremely severe, and pneumonia 
follows eagerly in its trail, and together they are responsible for more 
deaths than any other disease except those of the heart. 

The "flu" in addition to being a perennial, comes in epidemics 
that often are worldwide. It is about time for the marauders to mar- 
shal their forces for another mass attack on us poor humans as they 
have periodically done for over a century. It is fortunate that about 
half our number seem to have a natural immunity, else the wreckage 
would be far worse. One attack immunes for but a few months. While 
this virus has no full respect for great bodily vigor, there seems to be 
no doubt that good physical health with blood richly supplied with 
defensive agencies softens an attack and hastens convalescence. 

But whether world-wide or local, "flu" is a dreaded enemy and 
good sense will direct us to keep away from it, and keep it away from 
us, and secondly, to keep our general health at such a high level as to 
keep the enemy in check, if he gets in. Apparently the cause is a sub- 
microscopic germ, that like death, taxes and relief is a constant in the 
life equation. It is spread in discharges from the nose and mouth of 
those who have it, by personal contact, and through such common 
ways as the drinking cup, towels, balls, erasers and other handled 
articles. Therefore whenever any of the respiratory diseases are 
around, all sputum and nasal discharges should be received in paper 
napkins and these burned. Avoid not only contact, but near contact, 
face to face, for these invisible germs come out in multitudes in the 
breath in coughing, laughing, and sneezing. 

Students are negligent in certain practices about the campus, as: 
Women students going from rooms to gymnasium wearing the lowest 
limit of clothing, and often stopping to chat along the way, thus tend- 
ing to chill the surface and provoke an unbalance of the circulation. 
Exercising vigorously to point of perspiration, and then sitting about 
against a cold wall, cooling off too abruptly, this unbalancing the 
circulation. Wearing cloaks and sweaters in class-rooms even where 
the temperature is as high as 72 degrees or higher, is a cardinal fault 
in developing a resistance against colds and flu. No modern, well- 
conducted school system allows this practice on the part of either 
students or teachers. Furthermore all too many of us break down 
what is called the "Alkaline balance" by accumulation of acids from 
excess meats and sweets. We pay in the end most dearly for our 
irrational eating habits. 

Positive steps in control are: Go to bed if you have a fever of 
100 degrees, a headache, general grippy feeling, bowels sluggish. Take 
for nourishment for 24 hours only oranges, grapefruit or apples, and 
especially lemon juice (no sugar), if you are of the 90% who have 
been too free with meats and sweets. Your doctor will prescribe what- 
ever medicines your symptoms make advisable. BUT don't swallow 
literally or figuratively what the ballyhoo of the radio tells you is the 
one thing to enable you to "live the life." Authority labels these most- 
ly the "bunk." 

The college also has its obligations. Proper ventilation and tem- 
perature in its class-rooms, and all other building in use. Where food 
is served, all handled utensils, as cups, forks, spoon, etc., should be 
boiled in soapy water, all lavatories supplied with hot water, soap and 
paper drying towels, plenty of fresh fruit, and vegetables steam cooked 
at its dining hall. 

The best authorities have not yet given sanction to "colds" or 
"flu" serum as a definite preventative. Let us hope.

Last year 120 speakers from 23 
colleges and universities in six 
states attended the Louisiana 
forensic meet and 104 contestants 
from 15 preparatory schools in the 
state vied for honors in the high 
school tournament. Both meets 
are conducted under the direction 
of the local college forensic club.

Quail Hatchery 
Completed By 
Conservationists 



A modern hatchery for the pro- 
pagation of quail in this area has 
just been completed by the Lou- 
isiana State Conservation Depart- 
ment. 

The plant, located near the new 
athletic field south of the dairy 
is, according to S. W. Nelken, pro- 
fessor of agriculture, one of the 
iriost modern hatcheries in this 
country. It is a hollow tile struc- 
ture 66 ft. by 12 ft., containing 
20 cages with capacity to rear 
several hundred birds. 

Under the direction of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, the 
hatchery will be stocked next sum- 
mer with birds obtained from the 
state hatchery in Lacombe. 

A similar building is being con- 
structed at the Louisiana State 
University. 

"The establishment of these 
hatcheries by the Conservation 
Department represents a step for- 
ward in game propagation in Lou- 
isiana, a step that has already 
been taken by other southern 
states including Alabama, Georgia, 
and Florida," said Professor Nel- 
ken. 



College Has Largest Cattle 

Herd Ever Tested By Club 



State Normal college owns the 
largest herd of registered Jersey 
cattle ever tested by the Ameri- 
can Jersey Cattle club in the Unit- 
ed States, it was announced today 
by S. W. Nelken, head of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

According to a report from the 
Jersey cattle association the herd 
here averaged 126.32 cows with 
167 cows entered during the year. 
The next largest herd in the coun- 
try to be tested through the herd 
improvement registry of the or- 
ganization is at Biltmore, North 
Carolina where the Biltmore 
Farms averaged 125 cows from 
147 entered during the year. 

The testing period of the local 
college herd extended from Sept. 
1, 1936 to Aug. 31, 1937. The test 
showed that the average milk pro- 
duction per cow was 6379 pounds 
for the period and the average 



butterfat production was 311.37 
pounds per cow. 

Congratulated. 

"You are to be congratulated 
upon the splendid average which 
the State Normal college herd has 
made," Lewis W. Morley, executive 
secretary of the American Jersey 
Cattle club of New York City, 
stated in his report of the results 
of the test. "It is the largest herd 
ever tested through the herd im- 
provement registry and ranks first 
in the nation." 

Founded 40 Years Ago. 

The college dairy herd was 
founded 40 years ago by B. C. 
Caldwell, president of the institu- 
tion from 1896 to 1903. The herd 
was substantially increased in size 
and grade in 1919 under the di- 
rection of President Albert A. 
Fredericks who was then head of

The State Board of Health 
and the State Department of 
Education have cooperated to 
exhibit this picture in all the 
high schools of Caddo parish. 
It is one item in the attack that 
the United State Public Health 
Service is making on the Great 
Red Plaque, a scourge of man- 
kind. We hope it may be pos- 
sile to bring down a second film, 
entitled "Enemy of Youth," 
which is about to be released. 



In a previous issue of the paper, a student criticized 
the teaching procedures and practices of several instruc- 
tors, whose policies, fortunately, are not the prevailing 
ones on the campus. In reply to the charges made, several 
faculty members stated that the item should never have 
been printed because the paper was circulated throughout 
the high schools of the state and would result in an un- 
favorable reaction to the college. 

The criticism of the article is, unfortunately, based 
upon a far too common practice of humans to avoid facing 
the facts. Because the student paper is circulated through- 
out the state is no justification for a few teaching prac- 
tices which are sufficiently archaic to stigmatize an other- 
wise satisfactory system. 

Merely because a student chooses to question the pro- 
cedure of faculty members through the medium of the 
student opinion column of the paper, one should not erron- 
eously conclude that the opinion of the writer is necessarily 
that of the paper. If the paper required that contributors 
conform to the policies or dictates of the newspaper, then 
the usefulness of the publication as a disseminator of fair, 
honest, and impartial viewpoints would be lost. 

If The Current Sauce had stifled the contribution 
which criticized some teaching practices because it felt, 
as do some critics of the paper, that we should "let well 
enough alone", it would have taken a definite step back- 
ward. No progress throughout civilization has ever been 
made because people "let well enough alone". Our stand- 
patters who say, "We know the thing is wrong but don't 
let others know about it", are motivated by the selfish 
desire to protect themselves rather than to benefit others. 
Had the attitude of our critics prevailed in the seventeen 
hundreds, we might have remained English colonists ; had 
the same attitude prevailed in the paleolithic age, our 
critics might today be using unpolished stone implements 
to convince us that we should let bad enough alone.

Members of the State Normal 
college varsity squad, champions 
of the "Little Four" last fall, will 
be prepared to give an exhibition 
of the six-man game on the same 
day the annual high school relay 
carnival is staged on the campus 
here in March, grid mentors 
stated. 

Other demonstration games are 
being scheduled at points in this 
section of the state for coaches, 
players, superintendents, princi- 
pals and others who are interested 
in introducing the new game into 
the high school sports curriculum. 

It is believed that the faster 
pace maintained by present 
basketball teams will harm the 
boys who participate in the cage 
sport during nine months of the 
year. A combination of six-man 
football during the fall followed 
by basketball would be less de- 
terimental to the health of such 
high school athletes, local ath- 
letic officials pointed out.

the department of agriculture. 

All grade cows were eliminated 
from the herd by 1926, and at 
present the herd is composed of 
254 registered Jersey animals. 
Every cow in the herd and all sires 
except two have been bred on the 
college farm, Nelken stated. 

The dairy is furnishing dairy 
products to 900 people daily. With 
constantly increasing demands of 
dairy products here, the enlarge- 
ment of the herd at this time 
seems necessary, Nelken said. 

The Normal college dairy plant 
consists of milking barns with a 
capacity of 100 cows, a modern 
creamry, bottling equipment, hay 
and calf barns, 3 silos, and 325 
acres of improved pasture lands 
producing approximately 10,000 
bales of hay annually for winter 
feeding. 

Fourteen students of the depart- 
ment of agriculture are earning 
their way through college by 
working in the dairy. Practically 
all the work at the dairy including 
feeding, handling of milk and 
sanitation of the plant is done by 
student labor.

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FOOD FOR THOUGHT 



A suggested system of tenure for institutions under 
the control of the State Board of Education sent out by 
the board recently contains some provisions which should 
become the common knowledge of every prospective 
teacher on the campus. The specific provision referred to 
deals with causes for the removal of teachers in service. 

According to the suggestions made, a teacher might 
be removed for any one of five reasons such as "wilful 
neglect of duty, incompetence, dishonesty or grave person- 
al misconduct, insubordination, and persistent violation or 
refusal to obey laws and regulations of the institution in 
which the teacher is employed." Unconsciously many stu- 
dents of the college are now forming habits on the campus 
which too readily have carry-over effects which may re- 
sult in violation of the tenets held by the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Many students are guilty of the "wilful neglect of 
duty" by their indifference to class attendance and as- 
signments which are essential parts of student duty ; many 
more students are demonstrating their "incompetence" 
for future teaching work by the manner in which they do 
the prescribed work of their respective courses; a few stu- 
dents, unfortunately, demonstrate "dishonesty" by cheat- 
ing at test time, submitting copied papers, and aiding and 
abetting "cooperation" during examination periods; and 
still others persistently violate rules and regulations laid 
down by the authorities of the college under the mistaken 
theory that "rules are made to be broken." 

In at least four of the five counts enumerated by the 
State Board of Education college students unconsciously, in 
many cases, are forming undesirable habits which will be 
detrimental to their quest for success in the teaching field. 

A .conscious adherence to unwritten rules by students 
now will make less difficult the adherence to written re- 
quirements after graduation. Familiarity with the five 
causes for removal of teachers and a sincere effort to 
avoid violating them in their campus counter-parts will go 
far toward building desirable attitudes not only in the 
teaching profession but also in any chosen field of work.

"The only really unpleasant 
thing about the trip," Dowty said 
in recounting what had happened, 
"was that Mr. Crew kept calling 
me 'Makar'! He should have 
known that I would prefer to be 



called anything but that." 

"I was interested in some of the 
points of view expressed by the 
people whom I met there. After 
all, who are we to say that they 
are crazy? Maybe we are the crazy 
ones and they the only ones who 
really appreciate present condi- 
tions. There was the woman who 
said that the present condition of 
unrest in this country is due to the 
fact fti&t she controls all the 
theatres here and abroad. You 
say: 'Why, that is crazy.' But is 
it, I ask you, my friends? It does 
not sound so much more unrea- 
sonable than some of the other 
theories advanced. At least it 
shows that she has been thinking 



and that is more than can be 
said for many people. We should 
try to cultivate the habit of seeing 
the view points of others," Dowty 
modestly concluded. 

Panegyric To Dowty. 
This is resolving itself into a 
panegyric to Dowty, but even the 
greatest of the masters, such as 
Boswell who wrote the Life of 
Johnson, could scarcely do justice 
to this great entertainer and phil- 
osopher whose work attains such 
high planes that Mr. Ropp is at 
times at a loss to understand just 
what his meaning is. And the 
humble students who "follow in 
his train" bow in acknowledge- 
ment of their inability to appre- 



ciate fully the work of a great 
artist. 

Those who were fortunate 
enough to have the privilege of 
going on this trip are unanimous 
in saying that it was entertaining 
in the extreme. For several days 
echoes of it were plentiful In class 
and out.

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HOW TO INCREASE 
ASSEMBLY ATTENDANCE 

Poor attendance at assemblies on Tuesday mornings 
has no doubt bothered committee members and executive 
heads but what can be done about the situation is not 
readily apparent. That additional efforts can be made to 
fill the auditorium should be self-evident. 

Some of the best attended programs were those in 
which publicity was given in advance as to the type of en- 
tertainment or lecture. It is true that in many instances 
the nature of the program is not known sufficiently far in 
advance to give wide publicity but a first and second period 
announcement could be made by faculty members in their 
regularly scheduled classes so that worthwhile programs 
will be well attended. 

Another measure that might be adopted is already 
used in a modified sense — probably the wrong modifica- 
tion — namely, the closing of the library and offices. But 
the Field House, the principal campus gathering place, is 
left wide open for those who are too indifferent to attend 
assemblies. If the assembly programs have any education- 
al benefits, the Field House should be closed so that those 
who need education most might get it, while the library 
should be opened for those who would get their education 
regardless; and if the assembly has no value, let's congre- 
gate in the Field House which seems to hold more attrac- 
tion.

LET'S RECOGNIZE 
SCHOLARSHIP! 

The problem of making students attend classes is a 
perennial one and it will always be so as long as there are 
students who feel that they can get along without going 
to classes and as long as there are professors who make 
coming to class one of the pre-slumber periods. Much in- 
difference to class attendance arises from the fact that 
classroom work is usually based upon the ability of the 
average student to keep up with the required work thus 
holding back the better students. 

The establishment of a system whereby students who 
make at least a B average need not attend lecture classes 
unless they wish to might prove an incentive for better 
scholarship as well as permitting instructors more time for 
less advanced students. 

Many colleges and universities have a so-called 
"Dean's List" upon which is included the names of all stu- 
dents who make a B average or higher. All persons on the 
list are permitted to "cut" classes at their own discretion 
without penalties. In this way some bit of reward is ac- 
corded good students. As an additional means of promot- 
ing scholarship some recognition should be given honor 
students during their four years rather than waiting until 
the end of the four year period of study. 

The present trend of .colleges is toward emphasizing 
athletic awards without a corresponding emphasis upon 
scholarly attainments for which institutions of higher 
learning are supposedly founded. 

If the giving of awards is an incentive for good per- 
formance in athletics, why should not awards be accorded 
frequently in recognition of distinctive work in matters of 
the mind? 



WHY NOT STOP THIS 
"SWEATER EPIDEMIC"? 

A writer in the student opinion column of the paper 
brings up an important question relative to the wearing of 
letter sweaters by men students who have not earned 
them through competition in some varsity or freshman 
sports. 

The wearing of college letter sweaters is supposed to 
signify accomplishment in some major college activity and 
the person who wears a sweater which he has not earned 
is unwittingly deceiving the people who see him wear it. 
In plain words, he is "flying under false colors." If letter 
sweaters can be had for the asking, why then spend months 
under a boiling sun trying to earn one? When a co-ed 
wears a letter sweater, the fact that she did not earn it by 
athletic participation is obvious but when the same is done 
by a male student, the fact is not so clearly evident. 

The solution to the problem on the campus is a rela- 
tively simple one if those who have control show sufficient 
interest in the matter to make the status of a letter sweater 
above that of a back warmer. The "N" club — to which 
athletes who earn letter sweaters belong — could easily re- 
quire that members refuse to lend their sweaters to others. 
If the club makes such a ruling, the refusal to lend a 
sweater becomes a relatively simple matter of saying, "I 
wouldn't mind lending it to you but the 'N' club permits no 
one but members to wear letter sweaters."

"Little Four" Champs Close Season 



More Than Five Hundred High School Cage 
Players Are Expected For Two 
Day Meet Here

Entries for the annual Northwest Louisiana prep 
school basketball tourney to be held here Friday and Sat- 
urday were closed Tuesday night at which time pairings 
were made. The number of teams registering in each di- 
vsiion were 21 boys' teams and 20 girls' teams. 

The number of teams entering 
both divisions of the tournament 
is limited to one-third the number 
from each parish represented, pro- 
vided the parish sends as many as 
three teams. With this provision 
in the rules last year, 71 teams, 37 
in the boys' bracket and 34 in the 
girls' division, competed in the 
meet. 

The personnel of each boy's 
squad is limited to 10 members 
with the girls' teams allowed 12 
players each in the tourney this 
year, officials announced today. 
Teams coming from a distance of 
50 miles or more will be given free 
lodging Friday night by the col- 
lege, provided a chaperon accom- 
panies the team. 

A new ruling which calls for 
holding the ball six seconds after 
each field goal is made before it 
is put into play will be enforced 
in the meet here Friday and Sat 
urday, it was announced by Coach 
Harry Turpin, chairman of the 
tournament. Adopted recently at 
a meeting of the state athletic 
association, the rule is intended 
to cut down the intensity of play 
resulting from the elimination of 
the center jump after each field 
goal, at the same time giving each 
team the advantage offered by the 
tip-off taboo ruling this year. 

The girls' division of the meet 
will be played according to the 
1937-1938 official rules of the 
Women's Athletic section of the 
American Association of Health 
and Physical Education, with ma- 
jor rule changes being in order, 
Mrs. Thelma Z. Kyser, director of 
the girls' section of the tourna- 
ment, stated today.

Who Aids Underdog Rivals

Many people have gained last- 
ing fame by doing the wrong thing 
at the right time. A few years 
back a football player in a Rose 
Bowl game ran the wrong way 
with the ball, crossing his own 
goal line to score for the opposite 
ide. Everyone has heard of this 
player, but few remember what 
team he played on or who his 
opponents were. 

In years to come, when the 
present kindergarten babes will be 
students at Normal, the name of 
Jack Burgess will still be remem- 
bered, with its glory increasing by 
the years. But, should some dumb 
freshman ask, "Who is this great 
Burgess of whom you speak?", he 
will be answered by a loud chorus 
that Burgess was the basketball 
star who dribbled the wrong way, 
making a perfect goal for the op- 
ponents. That is the essential 
point. It is the play that will be 
remembered. That the opponents 
were the Louisiana college lads 
playing on the Normal court on 
the night of February 9, 1938, :s 
of slight importance. 

Burgess Emerges 

Burgess, lanky reserve center 
on Coach Prather's Silver Jubilee, 
team, was sent in to play in the 
latter half of the game. Taking 
the ball near the Louisiana college 
goal, he carried it unhindered 
down the court to drop it cleanly 
through the net defended by the 
Normal team. The players blinked 
their eyes and the fans held their 
breath, but the goal was good. 

Then came the roar. Said Bur- 
gess, "It seemed much louder than 
the applause the other players 
had been receiving. I did not know 
just what had happened until 
several seconds later when I rea- 
lized I had shot a goal for the op- 
ponents." 

Professes Ignorance 

Burgess professes innocence, but 



many believe that after all he is 
a bit sentimental at heart, and 
seeing how his team was far in 
the lead he could not overcome 
the temptation to help even up 
the game. You understand — six 
men to four! Others advance the 
theory that perhaps he does have 
a good business head above his 
shoulders, and was smart enough 
to realize that here was a chance 
to secure lasting fame under the 
pretense of ignorance. 

Whether the play was the re- 
sult of ignorance or of careful 
planning, Burgess has gained 
fame; not only on the Hill, but 
throughout the South. Numerous 
newspapers carried the story. Sev- 
eral radio sports' programs men- 
tioned the feat, and it has been 
rumored that Believe It Or Not 
Ripley will lend an ear. 

Fame Has Faults 

But fame has its faults, as Bur- 
gess can testify. He must relate 
over and over again just how, 
when, where, why, and what he 
did. He must face the professors 
who give him a "you publicity 
hound' look. He must pass the 
freshman co-eds who don't know 
whether they should despise or 
adore him. He is reaping the harv- 
est of one night of fame. 

The final score of the game, in 
spite of the seemingly well mean- 
ing Burgess, was Normal 43, Lou- 
isiana college 26. 



Normal basketeers defeated the 
highly rated Delta State Teachers 
by the score of 55-51 last Satur- 
day night in the local gym.

Share Honors In 
Speech Meet Here 



Seven secondary schools from 
widely separated parts of the state 
shared honors in the third annual 
speech tournament staged under 
the auspices of the college speech 
department here Feb. 12.

Long established institutions have a tendency that 
appears with age to forget their original mission as means 
to an end and to become ends in themselves. In particular 
does such apply to educational institutions and the college 
specifically. Starting on its .career to serve the students, 
eventually the college asks the students to serve it. Such 
a situation is very apparent on the local campus. The value 
of every activity is measured by how much it advertises 
the college. All extra curricula programs seem to be 
designed not so much to help the student as to give the 
school publicity. A pointless program of attracting stu- 
dents to attract more students and so on is like trying to 
arrive somewhere on a merry-go-round. 

Engraved above the entrance of Temple University 
are the famous words, "Servere, non serveri"; such a 
motto of, to serve not to be served, could well be adopted as 
a motto for the college. Extra-curricula is the student, not 
for the school. The school depreciates the existence of 
totalarian states, where the individual exists only for the 
good of the nation, but yet all too often the college demon- 
strates that the student, particularly athletes and those 
in other extra-curricula activities, exists only for the good 
of the school. 

We must remember that the college exists as a means 
to an end; that that end is education and that athletic 
teams, bands, programs, debating teams, etc., are but 
instruments to the end and do not exist for glorifiication 
of the means.

Concerning the Use and Abuse of the Objective Test 



Since this is a teacher training 
institution the business of how to 
teach should be here reduced to 
finest points. Perhaps it is; but 
there is one thing in particular in 
respect to teaching that deserves 
scrutiny under the bright light of 
publicity. We refer to the use and 
abuse of the objective test. In every 
department and particularly the 
education department of the col- 
lege the objective test is the stan- 
dard instrument for the determin- 
ation of student's grades. And yet 
considering all angles such a test is 
not a fair measurement of a stu- 
dent's ability. If the aim of each 
course is to see how many facts, 
to be forgotten the next day, the 
student's head can be stuffed with, 
then the objective test is a fair 
way to ascertain ability. But if the 
purpose of a course is, as it should 



be, to create appreciation for and 
understanding of the subject and 
not only superficial facts then a 
discussion type test is essential. 

Matter of Convenience 

Perhaps the local doctors and 
masters will think it a little pre

But if the pur- 
pose of education is individualiza- 
tion rather than standardization, 
if the determining qualities of an 
educated person axe culture, ap- 
preciation and understanding 
rather than masses of pedantic 
half facts, then the discussion tes: 



too often a teacher merely turns 
his papers over to his grader and 
says "Go to it, boy"; then it be- 
comes much harder for the stu 
dent grading papers to avoid fa 
voritism on the objective test than 
for the professor on the subjective 
Further, educators have fre 
quently remarked that one does 
not know a thing if he cannot 
explain it. All that an objective 
test demands is recall and not 
word of explanation. But teachers 
are going to have to be able to 
explain and not only to recall.

25 YEARS SE RVICE AT STATE NORMAL 

1938 Basketball Squad of State Teachers' 
College Played In S. I. A. A. 
Meet In Kentucky 

A quarter of a century is not a long period of time in 
the history of events as one scans the world at large, but it 
is a record breaker when applied to uninterrupted service 
in the field of coaching college athletes, especially as the 
life of a coach is measured in the modern trend of athletics. 

Louisiana has in its coaching sphere such a veteran in 
Coach Henry Lee Prather who has been mentor of athletics 
at the Louisiana State Normal college for exactly 25 years 
and who was tendered an invitation to enter his "Silver 
Jubilee" basketball squad in the S. I. A. A. tournament at 
Bowling Green, Ky., last week. 

Coming to the State Normal 
college as head of the department 
of athletics in 1913 from South- 
western at Lafayette, La., where 
he was coach for one year in 1912, 
Coach Prather has built an en- 
viable record in the field of clear 
sportsmanship in Louisiana. 

Every high school athlete in the 
state today as well as during the 
ast two decades has been touched 
either directly or indirectly by 
the State Teachers' college mentor, 
as the majority of high school 
coaches in Louisiana are graduates 
of Prather-coached teams.

Enrollment For 
Spring Quarter 
Reaches 2295 



The enrollment of the college 
for the spring quarter exceeds that 
of any previous term, there being 
1110 students in residence from 
62 parishes in the state. 

In addition, the college has 521 
students enrolled in correspond- 
ence and extension courses. Col- 
lege officials announced that 244 
students are taking courses by 
mail, while 277 are registered as 
taking courses at 12 points in nine 
parishes. 

Adding the 664 students of the 
training school, Normal has an 
enrollment of 2295 students in a 
total of 305 classes. 

In the 305 classes, students ar 
classified in 22 branches of 14 
professional courses. Leading in 
the number of courses offered are 
in the order named: Physical edu- 
cation, music, commerce, educa- 
tion, and English.

High school principals from 
seven parishes surrounding and in- 
cluding Natchitoches parish met 
on the campus Tuesday, March 15, 
for the first of a number of sim- 
ilar meetings to be held this year 
for the purpose of discussing sec- 
ondary school problems. This 
group was headed by I. C. Strick- 
land of Mansfield, who is Stace 
Coordinator of the discussion 
groups sponsored by the State 
Normal college. Lloyd Johnson, 
District Coordinator of the Nor- 
mal District, acted as temporary 
chairman of the group and was 
later appointed chairman of the 
succeeding meetings.

New Dormitory 
To Be Erected 
Here By N.Y.A. 

Construction on a new N. Y. A. 
dormitory for girls working for 
the N. Y. A. will begin on April 
15, stated N. Y. A. officials today. 
The structure is unique in that it 
is to be the first dormitory in the 
state erected entirely by N. Y. A. 
labor. The college and the N. Y. A. 
are furnishing the materials joint- 
ly. 

The construction is to be a 
single-story frame building located 
between the Home Economics cot- 
tage and the "Castle." It will con- 
tain two bathrooms, a dining room 
and kitchen, a social room, and 
sixteen bedrooms, each of which 
will accommodate two or three 
girls. It is to be furnished with 
modem conveniences. 

The N. Y. A. program, under 
which this building is to be con- 
structed, is available to all boys 
ranging from eighteen to twenty- 
five years of age, and many of the 
enrolled students of Normal are 
learning useful trades through this 
N. Y. A. training. Every phase of 
construction is being taught by the 
supervisor of the project, Jack 
Boydstun. Boys engaged in build- 
ing the dormitory are learning 
foundation laying, plumbing, elec- 
trical installation, carpentry work, 
and blue print, reading, as well as 
many household mechanics.

24,000,000 WORDS, 320 VOLUMES

The fifth annual forensic tour- 
nament is over but the numerous 
sound waves created are still re- 
sounding on the Hill. They are the 
result of some 24,000,000 words 
spoken during the two-day meet. 

The first day the debaters alone 
spoke 13,220,000 words. There were 
100 debaters in the men's division 
and 48 in the women's. Each de- 
bate lasted about 60 minutes, and 
each debater spoke approximately 
150 words per minute. Multiply it 
all together and you have the 
amount of hot air manufactured, 
or 13,220,000 words. Conservative- 
ly adding 3,000,000 words for the 
after dinner speaking, poetry read- 
ing, impromptu speaking, and ora- 



tory contests, the number of words 
spoken in all contests the first day 
reaches a number somewhere 
above 16,000,000. The second day 
in the finals, the speakers used 
only about one-half as many words 
as the previous day, bringing the 
grand total of all words spoken to 
the startling number of 24,000,000 
words. 

If the 24,000,000 words were al' 
compiled in book form, they would 
make a nice library of 320 vol- 
umes. An average volume contains 
about 75,000 words. 

In summing up the tournament 
it might be said that if all the 150 
collegians could have been made 
into one big speaker, and the one 
big speaker spoke the one big 
word, what a loud ringing de- 
bate it would have been.

WANTED— ELEMENTARY TEACHERS 



There is such an increasing demand for capable and 
well trained elementary teachers that the number of va- 
cancies in the elementary schools of the state is twice that 
of those in the high school departments. The fact that 
the State Board of Education has passed a resolution to 
equalize pay for teachers in the grades who have qualifi- 
cations equal to that of high school teachers is an indica- 
tion of the fact that school administrators and authorities 
are recognizing the need for more skill and training on the 
part of teachers who direct the early development of school 
children. 

But, in spite of these facts, approximately only twenty 
per cent of the students of this college, which is the chief 
teacher training institution of the state, are enrolled in the 
elementary .curriculum. Students who are at all interested 
in teaching in the grades, but who have felt that the field 
was crowded, or that the monetary compensation was in- 
sufficient, should consider the increasing advantages from 
both of these angles. 



GREEK NOTES 



TENURE FOR PROTECTION 



The State Board of Education has recently adopted a 
system of tenure for all institutions under its control, which 
institutions include the Louisiana State Normal College, 
Louisiana Polytechnic Institute, Southwestern Louisiana 
Institute, Southeastern Louisiana College, State School for 
the Blind, State School for the Deaf, Sullivan Memorial 
Trade School, Shreveport Trade School, Southern Univer- 
sity, and the Louisiana Negro Normal and Industrial 
School. 

This system of tenure provides that a teacher who has 
served a probationary period of five consecutive years in 
one of these institutions shall be considered permanently 
employed, and not subject to removal except on the 
grounds of wilful neglect of duty, incompetence, dishonesty 
or grave personal misconduct, insubordination, or persist- 
ent violation or refusal to obey laws and regulations of the 
State Board of Education and the institution in which the 
teacher is employed, including failure to continue study 
and improve scholarship. In case of recommendation by 
the president or anyone else . properly authorized to dis- 
continue or dismiss a teacher under the tenure, the said 
teacher has the right of a public hearing and trial before 
the State Board of Education, which shall determine wheth- 
er or not the teacher shall continue in the service. The 
president may for any valid reason change a teacher from 
one department or position to another. The right of teach- 
ers to tenure shall expire on their reaching the age of 65. 

This tenure system affords excellent protection for 
teachers, who will not be subject to removal for political 
or personal reasons; at the same time it protects the in- 
stitutions and the State School Board by providing for the 
removal of teachers who fail to measure up to certain re- 
quirements recognized as elements of good teaching. Even 
in the case of dismissal on any of the grounds mentioned 
above, the teacher has the advantage of defending him- 
self in a public hearing and trial. There is no serious handi- 
cap to the teacher in the requirement that he retire at the 
age of 65 ; up to the time of retirement he is protected from 
unwarranted removal, and after removal he receives an 
income substantial enough to take care of him in his old 
age ; rarely is it wise for a teacher to continue in the ser- 
vice after he has reached this age. 

This system will become effective on July 1, 1938. It 
is believed that it will be very advantageous to the teacher 
and the school, furnishing protection against unfairness 
to either.

Training School 
Activities

An attempt was also made to 
unify the system of teaching arith- 
metic throughout the grades so 
that the same procedure would b-3 
followed by all teachers.

She announced that the final re- 
sult had not been determinted, 
but that there is already a clear 
profit of five or six hundred dol- 
lars. The money will be used for 
the P. T. A. Nutrition and Library 
Fund. 



To the students of the Louisiana 
State Normal College: 
The Student Council submits to 
the students of the college the fol- 
lowing proposed change regarding 
amendments to the Student Body 
Constitution, the Article XII, Sec- 
tion I be amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

ARTICLE XH. 
Section I. Any amendments 
to this constitution shall be pre- 
sented to the Student Council 
through the secretary of the 
Student Council at a regular 
meeting of the council. If the 
proposed amendment, after due 
consideration, is approved by a 
majority of the Student Coun- 
cil, it shall be read to the Stu- 
dent Body, printed in the offi- 
cial college paper, and ratified 
by a two-thirds majority the 
following week, using the Aus- 
tralian ballot. An amendment 
may also be proposed by a ma- 
jority vote of the Student Body 
and ratified as above. Any 
amendment shall become effec- 
tive immediately unless there is 
a provision in the amendment 
setting the date at which it shall 
become effective. In no case 
shall it be retroactive. 
Article I of Section XII, as it 
now stands, provides that amend- 
ments shall be voted on in regular 
Student Body Assembly. The 
Council feels that students would 
feel much freer to "speak their 
own mind" by voting at a poll by 
Australian ballot where no one 
would know how they voted than 
they do in the present system 
where students vote more or less 
in groups. In the present system 
too often certain individuals at- 
tempt to do the student's thinking 
for him rather than allowing him 
to think for himself. 

The Council submits this state- 
ment of its attitude, not with the 
idea of inducing you, fellow stu- 
dents, into doing something which 
you should not do, but, rather to 
induce you to do some thinking 
along this line for yourselves. 

As good citizens you should be 
present at the Student Body As- 
sembly next Tuesday to vote as 
you see fit, for or against, the 
proposed change you just read. 

If this proposal is ratified, all 
proposals in the future will be 
voted on by secret ballot. If it 
fails, future proposals will be 
voted on in general assembly just 
as this one is.

Beyond The Campus

The "anschluass" between Ger- 
many and Austria is bound to have 
far reaching effects upon Europe 
and brings the possibilities for 
war much closer. While it was 
anticipated that Germany and 
Austria would eventually unite, 
Hitler was never expected to 
march into Austria as he did. 
Hitler took this step because 
France is in a state of turmoil, 
Russia is still purging the country 
of counter - revolutionaries by 
means of the firing squad, and be- 
cause of the vacillating policy of 
the present British Cabinet. An- 
thony Eden, British Foreign Sec- 
retary has long favored Britain 
taking a definite stand against 
the growing power and influence 
of Hitler and Mussolini. Because 
Hitler gained his ends so easily, 
it appears that Czechoslovakia 
will probably go the way of Aus- 
tria. There are 3,500,000 Sudetan 
Germans living in this country 
and Germany has given every evi- 
dence to indicate that she will 
bring them into her fold, if neces- 
sary, by force. England has not 
given any assurance that she will 
aid Czechoslovakia the event of 
a German invasion and it is logi- 
cal to assume that France will not 
act unless she is given a definite 
promise of British aid. 



The present insurgent drive to 
the coast in Spain is giving cre- 
dence to the report that Mussolini 
refrained from interference in 
Austria on the promise of addi- 
tional German aid in Spain. There 
have been numerous reports to 
the effect that Germany was send- 
ing troops through the Brenner 
Pass into Italy for shipment to 
Spain. The renewed activity of 
Franco is evidence that he must 
have received fresh troops arid 
supplies from some source.

Well, why not? Is it not realiy 
Mexican property? Was it not ob- 
tained by corrupt means? Was it 
not during time of internal Mexi 
can strife, that foreign capitalists 
were able to obtain this control? 

Fellow students, I can hear Miss 
Winters saying to her classes, 
"You can't stop nationalistic senti 
ment, no you can't." She is right 
you can't. 

We can best explain, by making 
a parallel with our own govern 
ment, the justice of the Mexican 
government's action. Suppose 
that during the Civil War Eng- 
land had seized Louisiana 
and Texas. It would have supplied 
her with large quantities of oil and 
cotton, to say the least. We surely 
would have nursed a grudge. And 
surely this grudge along with na 
tionalistic movement would havf 
endeavored to bring back within 
its folds these two southern states. 
Could you begrudge one who feels 
exactly as you would under similar 
circumstances? No, if you would 
you would be a man without prin- 
ciple. 

From recent accounts from the 
most unreliable source, the news 
papers, one would imagine that 
the United States is trying to stir 
up a war fever against Mexico. 
How in the past we have mis 
treated our southern neighbor, all 
students of history do know. Yet 
Mexico has shown no indication 
of a war for revenge, as European 
countries today are reacting to 
treaties of the last great war 

I would like very much to have 
a friendly Mexico for a neighbor 
Also I admire its nationalistic 
aims. I have faith in a Catholic 
Mexico.

An Ulterior Motive 

Dr. Rogers stated that Normal 
had an ulterior motive — that of 
trying to learn improvements that 
were needed so that they could be 
put into practice here at the col- 
lege. He recognized the importance 
of the high school principal, and 
said that he would be even more 
important when, in the future, 
colleges were composed of a selec- 
tive group. In giving a one sent- 
ence summary he compared the 
high schools to colleges as a sort 
of balancing power, as the tail of 
a kite which serves to balance and 
aid the kite in flying. 

Mr. Johnson's main request was 
that the discussions be confined 
to the problems of the group 
"These are not imaginary situa- 
tions we are facing, so let's stay 
on earth," he said. 

Led The Discussion 
Four principals led the discus- 
sions with their beliefs concerning 
different topics. C. G. Cloutier of 
Campti discussed graduation, its 
advantages and disadvantages, in- 
cluding the problems of guest 
speakers, honor students, and 
awards. J. E. Oarlisle of Hall Sum- 
mit led a discussion of the ques- 
tion of whether or not the high 
school can adequately serve all the 
boys and girls who may arrive 
at trie secondary level. J. J. Webb 
of Pelican discussed the problem 
of training pupils to meet the 
needs of the social group as well 
as the individual, believing each 
essential to the other. G. H. Walk- 
er of Winnfield discussed the ques- 
tion of determining the secondary 



Dr. W. B. Selah, pastor of a 
Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, of Memphis, Tennessee, ad- 
dressed the student body and fac- 
ulty at the assembly hour on 
Tuesday of this week. 

Dr. Selah discussed Christianity 
as the only satisfactory and perm- 
anent solution to any problem of 
the world today. He attacked -the 
position held by some that Chris- 
tianity is only a myth with the 
argument that no myth or lie 
could have lived for two thousand 
years and continued to work the 
good which Christianity has work- 
ed. In answer to the argument 
presented by others that Chris- 
tianity was established in a civil- 
ization simply organized, and is 
not practical, therefore, in the 
complex civilization of the pres- 
ent world, Dr. Selah declared that 
this religion exerts its chief in- 
fluence upon human nature and 
personality, which has not 
changed since the first century. 

Before the address, Robert 
Easley, president of the student 
body, presented an amendment to 
the constitution to be voted upon 
next Tuesday. A copy of the 
amendment is found elsewhere in 
the paper. He also announced that

Construction of the new Nat- 
chitoches high school and trades 
school buildings to be located on 
the site of the old athletic field 
will begin within thirty days, it 
was announced this week follow- 
ing the acceptance of a bid made 
by a New Orleans firm. 

R. P. Farnsworth, and Company 
of New Orleans who submitted a 
bid of $384,260 were the lowest 
bidders on the two new structures, 
a tabulation of bids by the Nat- 
chitoches parish school board last 
week disclosed. 

The bid upon the recommenda- 
tion of the architects, Weiss, Drey- 
fous and Seiferth of New Orleans 
and Neild, Somdal and Neild of 
Shreveport, was dispatched to the 
Port Worth office of the Public 
Works administration with the 
parish school board's recommen- 
dation that it he accepted by the 
PWA, which is granting a portion 
of the money for the two struc- 
tures. 

The high school is to be a three- 
story brick and concrete structure 
and the trades school a two-story 
brick and concrete entirely sep- 
arate from the high school. 

In addition to the funds granted 
by PWA, taxpayers of school dis 
trict No. 9, comprising an area 
near Natchitoches and including 
all of Ward 1, portions of Wards 
3, 4, 5 and 9, voted a $350,000 bond 
issue for the two schools and for 
a frame building for negro school 
children and for school equipment.

by college officials. 

Book in Library 
Modern Marriage, a reference 
book in the library that is freely 
used by the students of the socio- 
logy classes, is one of Dr. Po- 
ponoe's many books. Among the 
others he has written are The 
Conservation of the family, Prob- 
lems of Human Reproduction, and 
The Child's Heredity. He is co- 
author with Roswell H. Johnson 
of Applied Eugenics. 

Dr. Poponoe a number of years 
ago established the Institute of 
Family Relations at Los Angeles. 
He is at present the Director of 
the Institute which has developed 
a large staff. To this Institute 
there have come 25,000 cases for 
consultation concerning the prob- 
lems of marriage and family life. 
The institute also carries on an 
educational program to prevent 
the necessity of later consulta- 
tions ot remove conflicts in mar- 
riage and family life. 

Popular Lecturer 
From his experiences in the in- 
stitute and from his earlier train- 
ing and experience in biology, Dr. 
Poponoe has developed his books 
and lectures. He is a popular lec- 
turer and is appearing at many 
colleges and universities through- 
out the country. 

At the morning meeting the 
topic of the lecture will be Looking 
Forward to Marriage. The topics 
for the conferences will be in re- 
lated fields. All are invited to the 
conferences as well as to the gen- 
eral lecture.

Local Faculty Members To Take 
Leading Roles In Annual 
Convention of Club 



After a three-year study by the Southern Asscoiation 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the Louisiana State 
Normal college was declared to be in A-l standing by the 
association at its annual meeting in Dallas, Texas, last 
week, it was announced by Dr. Murphy P. Rogers, d»an of 
the local college and official delegate to the convention. 

The study by the association included the training of 
the faculty, standards of instruction in the college, library 

^facilities, and program of health 
and physical education. 

Representatives of the associa- 
tion visited the campus on several 
occasions during the study period 
to secure first hand information 
regarding the organization and 
functioning of the institution. 
Improvements Made 
Improvements to the physi«al 
plant at the State Normal college 
during the three-year period in- 
clude the erection and equipment 
of a $150,000 library and of a new 
power and heating plant. In addi- 
tion to the new buildings an ex- 
tensive program of renovation of 
all academic and dormitory struc- 
tures was carried ovlt. 

The academic standing of the 
college was strengthened during 
the study period both by the addi- 
tion of several new members to 
the faculty and by professional 
growth of the regular teaching 
staff. More than 60 members cf 
the faculty were granted leaves of 
absence to study during the last 
three years. 

Credits Assured 
The approval of the college by 
the Southern Association together 
with its membership in the Ameri- 
can Association of Teachers Col- 
leges assures graduates of the 
State Normal college that their 
credits will be given full recogni- 
tion by leading colleges and uni- 
versities throughout the country. 

President Albert A. Fredericks 
who also attended the Dallas 
meeting of the association thank- 
ed the members of the commission 
on institutions of higher learning 
for the work they have done dur- 
ing the survey. President Freder- 
icks expressed the opinion that 
both the high academic standing 
and physical improvements of the 
college have resulted in part from 
suggestions mode by the associa- 
tion.

A-l RATING WELCOMED 



The A-l rating given the State Normal College last 
week by the Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools 
of the Southern States together with a statement from the 
American Association of Teachers Colleges that the in- 
stitution has met all standards of the national accrediting 
agency proves that the college stands today second to 
none in the nation. 

The high rating accorded the Normal by the Southern 
Association at its meeting in Dallas, Texas comes after a 
rigid three-year study of the faculty, standards of the 
college, library facilities and program of health and phys- 
ical education. 

When the survey was started three years ago, Presi- 
dent Fredericks and other officials pointed out that it was 
their belief that the study would result in "the strength- 
ening of the academic standing of the college because it 
would point out to the instructors certain criticisms by 
which they might make their work more outstanding." 

The study has done all of this and more. Many im- 
provements have been made to the physical plant during 
the three-year period; new faculty members of wide ex- 
perience and high standing have been added to the teach- 
ing staff; three score of teachers have been granted leaves 
of absence to study and travel in the United States and 
foreign countries; and academic standards have been 
raised to meet the requirements of the accrediting as- 
sociations. 

The study was welcomed three years ago by the 
officials who cooperated in every way with the representa- 
tives of the accrediting association to make it thorough. 
The report of no deficiencies is doubly welcomed by all 
who love the institution that has trained the majority of 
public school teachers in the state.

Dr. F. A. Ford Edits Text Book 



The latest work from the pen of 
Frederick Arthur Ford, Ph.D., is 
The Instructional Program; Its 
Organization and Administration. 

The book has just come off the 
press, and constitutes the most 
recent addition to the "Prentice- 
Hall Education Series." Professor 
Ford received his A. B. degree 
from the Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, and both his M. A. and Ph.D. 
from George Peabody College for 
Teachers; for several years he has 
been a valued member of the 
Education Department of the Lou- 
isiana State Normal college. 

In his book, Dr. Ford attempts 
to do what many other writers 
have tried to do in recent years — 
solve the educator's problems; bui 
he has attempted to arrive at the 
solution by employing a different 
procedure. Former efforts to ad- 
vance theories of education have 
come from the viewpoints of the 
supervisor, the psychologist, the 
school administrator, the philoso- 
pher of education; or other spe- 
cialists. Professor Ford, however, 
adopts a broad viewpoint, bring- 
ing together and integrating the 
most recent, and what he osn-» 
siders the best theories and prac- 
tices in all of these different fields. 
He has attempted to do three 
things: first to construct a unified 
and coordinated program which is 
suitable for state-wide use; second, 
to present a brief but compre- 
hensive statement of this master 
program, with indications as to 
the manner in which any neces- 
sary elaborations may be intro- 
duced; and third, to suggest any 
improvements which might be 
made in state and local organiza- 
tions, and to make clear their 
respective functions. He then re- 
lates that education is not merely 
the inculcation of certain "edu- 
cational tools" by means of drill 
work and exercises; he maintains 
that education involves, in addi- 
tion, the acquiring of the ability to 
live with others in a satisfactory 
and profitable manner. The book 
is issued as an avowed challenge 
to those who are sincerely inter- 
ested in the evolution of an im- 




proved method of instruction in 
our schools. The book centers 
chiefly upon the elementary school 
level. 

The book is divided into nine- 
teen chapters, each devoted to 
some phase of the instruction pro- 
gram. Some of the main subjects 
treated are: supervision — its func- 
tions and techniques; local and 
state supervision; the principal; 
aims of education; learning prin- 
ciples; the, organization and<evalu- 
ation of teaching techniques and 
materials; sample "campaigns" — 
spelling, reading, arithmetic, lang- 
uage, and guidance; the direction 
of the pupil and the evaluation of 
his success; and. finally, a study 
of the community in which the 
child lives--its agencies, and the 
desirability of coordinating them. 

The scope of the work, of course, 
is tremendous; but the material 
is clearly and logically presented, 
charts and diagrams serving to 
provide greater clarity. 

Each chapter is followed by a 
bibliography of selected references. 
A detailed table of contents and 
an analytical index make all of 
the material readily available. 

The Instruction Program is de- 
signed to help the teachers of the 
whole nation to adopt the best 
procedures of instruction in use 
in America today. The book is for- 
ward-looking, and should prove of 
great value to the progress of edu- 
cation. 



The next session of the state 
legislation will be asked to make 
a substantial appropriation of 
funds for the development of 
physical plants in the six state in- 
stitutions under the supervision 
of the state board of education, 
State Superintendent of Education 
T. H. Harris declared here last 
week in an address before the fac- 
ulty and students of the college. 

Superintendent Harris pointed 
out that between seven and eight 
thousand young men and women 
attend the colleges under the state 
board of education each year and 
that these institutions merit the 
support of the state. 

Colleges Shape Character 

<*I cannot believe that the tax- 
payers of the state will stand by 
any longer and see these institu 
tions and others under the state 
board of education neglected," de 
c 1 a r e d Superintendent Hams. 
"These colleges are shaping the 
character of thousands of young 
men and women who chose to at- 
tend them annually, and they 
must be cared for properly." 

In commenting on the import- 
ance of the high school music 
festival attended by 800 students 
on the campus of the State Teach- 
ers' college and the music pro- 
gram in Louisiana, Superintend- 
ent Harris paid a tribute to the 
late Senator Huey P. Long who, he 
said, instigated the movement in 
the state five years ago. 

Music Important 

"Music is more important than 
any other division in the public 
schools," declared Superintendent 
Harris, "and through the adop- 
tion and extension of the music 
program by outstanding super- 
visors and teachers, thousands of 
boys and girls are participating in 
activities offered in this depart- 
ment." 

Art education in Louisiana will 
be given the same impetus as mu- 
sic at an early date when a state 
department of art will be institu- 
ted on the same lines as the music 
program, asserted Mr. Harris. 
Advice To Students 

In addressing the 'students upor 
the importance of obtaining a 
well-rounded education, the edu- 
cator advised them to work out 
their own salvation. 

'<You can have the best teachers 
in the world and the finest phys- 
ical plant and still remain 
ignorant and untouched by 
education," declared Mr. Harris. 
"If you ever do anything to make 
things better in this world you 
will have to educate yourself by 
traveling the road of hard work."

Dear Editor: 

My purpose in writing this open 
letter is to discuss a subject very 
interesting to the majority of the 
students in the college. I say ma- 
jority because the subject is es 
pecially interesting to the women 
of the college who are certainly 
in the majority. As a member of 
the majority, the question of why 
the women do not take more in- 
terest in and do not form the pol- 
icies of the college instead of let- 
ting the men do it has been puz- 
zling me. Therefore, I decided to 
set forth my views on the sub 
ject, backed by expressions of this 
same question in different corners 
of the campus. To me this prob- 
lem is most appropriately present- 
ed at this time because of the 
election of the past week and the 
effects of the "politicing" on the 
women. 

It seems to me and to many 
other people that the women 
should realize that they by virtue 
of their number could control any 
movement on the campus. When 
they realize this, they have gone a 
step in the right direction of prov- 
ing it to the rest of the college. 
Of course, I realize that some of 
the women are influenced con- 
siderably by the politics of the 
men. In fact we could say that 
they are not only influenced but 
driven by the politics of the men. 
Such people, of course, go to make 
up the whole student body, but we 
are interested mainly in those who 
can think for themselves. The men 
on this campus are just as nice, if 
not more so, than any group of 
men on any other campus, but 
after all they are only men, not 
gods, and as men are entitled to 



their prejudices in politics. Tte 

women should recognize this fact 
and decide political questioffl^H 
themselves and then act to 
their decisions an established^^ 
It seems reasonable to sup^H 
that the election of last week W88 
decided by votes cast by the 'fflfl 
en. Yet we have no way to deaB 
what the women of the cohH 
really want. They are divided toy 
so many factors that as a whole: 
their vote does not decide what 
shall be the policy of the comM 
but merely decides which, shall b# 
the policy of the cohere. Som£ 
form of united acting must be-jfl 
tained before we can hope to sub- 
stitute the will of the majority ti% 
the will of the minority wfiM 
now rules. We have sat back |9 
let the politics of the few - flB 
long enough. It is time for us, »P 
not to assert, to suggest our pBH 
in campus affairs. A suggenH 
will plant the seed in the mU 
of those who have been blind 
the potential power of the wcflgH 
students. From this seed may s£9 
the conviction that it woulc^H 
wise to consider the effc. ' of the. 
women's vote on proposed meaM 
ures. 53 
In this letter I have not tried to 
stir up a revolution, but merely to * 
point out a very important f ; 
which has been heretofore o wM 
locked, and also to point out t|H 
elections come again, i\* whicB. 
t ime the women may f urtheri|M 
their strength.

Co-Eds Top Males 
In Intelligence, 
Report Reveals 

Co-eds lead the males on the 
campus in intellect, it was reveal- 
ed this week when records in the 
Department of Guidance were 
made public. 

Although one lone man made 
the highest record at the college, 
the survey shows that the females 
have a far better general average 
than the males. 

Records show that the freshman 
class of '37 has an average which 
is 12 points higher than that of 
the class of '36, although the lat- 
ter statistics were taken from 
freshmen of all three terms and 
that of 1937 from the first term 
freshmen only. 

Eighty percent of the students 
whose grades fall in the lowest 
quartile on the intelligence fail to 
make an average of C; while only 
twenty per cent of the upper three 
fourths fail to make at least a 
C average. 

Evidently the students of the 
college have decided to do some- 
thing serious about their school 
work, for the grades of the fall 
and winter terms of 1937-38 in- 
dicate an average much higher 
than those for the corresponding 
period in the preceding year.

It is 
realized now that music is an indispensable part of the 
high school curriculum, not merely the fancy of the un- 
usually talented musician, but a vital part of our present 
day system of public education.

Dear Editor: 

We would like to suggest a few 
alterations of the rules and regu- 
lations regarding our social life 
on the campus. 

The question has lately been 
raised with increasing frequency 
among the students both men and 
women as to why the women stu- 
dents are not allowed a free date 
on Saturday nights. Because they 
have been out once or perhaps 
twice during the week is no reason 
why the students should be com- 
pelled to remain on the campus 
and hold their hands on Saturday 
evenings. If study hour were ob- 
served, the matter would be some- 
what different; but as it is, what 
is the difference between strollin? 
on the campus or strolling up- 
town? 

We who are submitting these 
comments are of the opinion that 
much disregard for rules would be 
alleviated by making Saturday 
nights free date nights. We rea- 
lize that it is a rather difficult 
matter for officials to check on 
each and every individual girl on 
the Hill when there is no quiet 
hour to be observed. Many girls 
probably take advantage of this 
fact to slip off the campus. Please 
understand that we are not ad- 
vocates of the slogan that rules 
were made to be broken, nor do 
we believe in lax regulations re- 
garding dating, but we can see no 
harm in leaving the campus on 
the one night in the week whicn 
is really set aside for our enjoy- 
ment. 

Between terms and on special 
occasions during the year when 
classes are suspended for a day or 
two, women are allowed to go out 
without using their date privileges. 
This, of course, indicates that 
there is a limitation of date nights 
primarily to encourage studying 
and to remove the temptation of 
leaving work for pleasure. Look- 
ing at the question in this light, 
we believe that free dates should 
be granted on Saturday nights 
since Sundays are holidays and 
since remaining on the campus 
neither induces study nor dis- 
courages leaving work to have a 
good time because of the fact that 
no one studies anyway, and quiet 
hour is not observed. 

While we are offering comments 
we should like to suggest, too, that 
students be allowed to dance up- 
stairs in Social Hall at least on 
SaturAy nights. If there is a spe- 
cial party going on there, then we 
should be allowed to dance up- 
stairs on other nights in the week 
until study hour begins. The floor 
is much better for dancing and 
there is more room on the second 
floor than down-stairs in the Field 
House. 

What do you think of these 
ideas, Mr. Editor? Is there really 
any reason why they should not 
be put into effect?

Professor Crew, who has made 
a special study in the field of 
guidance, stated that he will be 
glad to visit any school in the 
state and assist in promoting the 
guidance movement. 

A special course in Principles 
and Techniques of Guidance will 
be offered high school and ele- 
mentary teachers at the college 
this summer, and a course in Oc- 
cupations will be presented if there 
is sufficient demand. Each course 
at the college will carry three 
trimester hours of credit, and will 
prepare the teacher to present the 
new course recommended by the 
state.

Dropping only one of their ten scheduled debates, 
two Normal college speakers, Norman Dowty and John 
Makar, won the championship of the Grand Eastern Speech 
tournament at Winthrop College, Rock Hill, South Caro- 
lina. 

With a total of 37 colleges and universities from 17 
states entered in the three-day meet, the Louisiana Normal 
college debaters defeated Linfield University of Oregon 
twice, St. Vincent and West- 
minster colleges of Pennsylvania, 
Emory and Henry University of 
Virginia, Erskine of South Caro- 
lina, Shepherd college of Wes£ 
Virginia, Ashland of Ohio and 
Carson Newman University of 
Tennessee to win first place at the 
tournament. The Louisiana team 
lost to Kent University of Ohio. 

In individual rankings, Makar 
was voted second best debater in 
the tournament while Dowty rank- 
ed among the 12 best speakers in 
the meet. On the trip as a whole 
the team lost only four of its 22 
contests on three different debate 
questions. 

Their championship of the East 
came after the local debaters had 
made an outstanding record at 
the Southern Association of 
Teachers of Speech meet at 
Atlanta, Georgia, the team 
winning five debates and Makar 
taking first place in the after- 
dinner contest at the Southern 
tourney. 

Other honors won by the local 
men's team this year include the 
championship of the South Cen- 
tral states at a meet in Arkansas 
in February and a tie with two 
other Louisiana Normal college 
teams for the championship of 
Louisiana in the fifth annual Lou- 
isiana Speech meet here last 
month.

Dr. Caldwell Is Noted Authority 
In The Field Of Science 
Education 

Professor Otis W. Caldwell, au- 
thority on science education, will 
address the student body and fac- 
ulty at a special assembly tomor- 
row morning at ten o'clock. 

Professor Caldwell has been 
chairman of the section of the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science on the place 
of science in education since 1924. 
He was director of the School Ex- 
perimentation of Institute of Edu- 
cational Research from 1920 to 
1935. 

Professor Caldwell was trained 
as a botanist, receiving his doctor- 
ate from the University of Chicago 
in 1898. He has published out- 
standing contributions in plant 
morphology. 

He recognized before many 
scientists the need of information 
in science education and took up 
investigation in this field. His ob- 
servations of science education 
have the accuracy and thorough- 
ness of the specialist but the un- 
derstanding of the educator. 

Professor Caldwell is a fellow in 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science and gen- 
eral secretary of the group. He has 
organized the Junior Academies 
for high school students in many 
states and has been actively in- 
terested in state programs for sci- 
ence in the elementary schools. 

The speaker is the author of 
"Then and Now in Education", 
"Biology in the Public Press", 
"Open Doors to Science." He is the 
author of many text books, one of 
the most recent being, "Introduc- 
tion to Science", written in col- 
laboration with Dr. F. D. Curtis. 
The book is now used on the cam- 
pus in the methods course. Dr. 
Caldwell and Dr. Slosson edited 
"Science Remaking the World."

So much discussion concerning the merits and de- 
merits of the radio programs broadcast weekly from the 
Leche Library has been heard that The Current Sauce, in 
an effort to learn the true sentiment of students and fac- 
ulty members concerning the present radio policy, is plan- 
ning to conduct a poll of student and faculty opinion on 
the matter in the near future. 

If as many critics say the programs are not a credit to 
the college, then they should be either modified or dis- 
continued inasmuch as anything which reflects on the 
quality of the institution is a direct reflection on all those 
intimately connected with the Normal college. If the Nor- 
mal college is an institution of higher learning worthy of 
the name, then the quality of its programs should be such 
as to indicate culture and higher learning. If the radio pro- 
grams do not have this effect, then the critics of the pres- 
ent policy are justified in their stand. 

On the other hand it is argued that the weekly broad- 
casts give students and faculty members an opportunity to 
develop their native talents through expression as well as 
acquainting many citizens with what the college has to 
offer prospective students.

Dear Editor: 

For a long time I have been 
desirous of writing a student 
opinion on the adolescent, nay 
puerile, attitude of our library. But 
my indignation did not reach the 
explosion point until a short time 
ago when I picked up a copy of 
Scribner's with the intention of 
reading an article entitled "Sex. 
Esquire". Now. to me, the policies 
of the magazine, Esquire, about 
which the article was written rep- 
resent a decadent, sensate culture 
of which I do not approve. But to 
delete the illustrations and some 
of the context from this story was 
to me a very childish procedure, 
entirely unbefitting an institution 
of supposedly higher learning. 

Since this incident prompted me 
to write, I may as well reveal all 
the grievances I have been nurs- 
ing against the library's policies. 
Almost all of the best current lit- 
erature is on the restricted list; 
such authors as Ernest Heming- 
way and D. H. Lawrence may go 
below the superficial niceties of 
life and of course, prospective 
school teachers should never, never 
go below these established con- 
ventions. And since we have placed 
these books on the restricted lisN 
since many of the best magazines 
out in the wide, wicked world are 
harmful to our delicate sensibili- 
ties, it would only be proper that 
texts on biology, physiology and 
our wicked natural sciences should 
be placed on the restricted list — 
after all Darwin's theory is based 
on selective mating. 

The intelligence of our faculty 
is rapidly approaching that of a 
seventh grade child; the best of 
them wade through four or five 
hundred page books in about six 
months' time. Many of the faculty 
members, however, have not 
reached this high plane and con- 
sequently hundreds of the very 



best books of the library have been 
out over a year and have helped 
enhance private libraries through 
absent-mindedness. 

The library building is indeed 
a fine structure to parade before 
the admiring eyes of visitors to 
the campus. But the policies of 
the institution, the woeful lack of 
the latest publications in many 
fields, particularly magazines, 
surely do not harmonize with the 
modernity of the structure.

To the Editor: 

Our education department 
should be commended for the 
principles it advocates. Education- 
al psychology is a relatively new 
field and in all probability will be- 
come of increasing importance as 
its various phases are explored. 
While as yet it is in its infancy, 
there is much of practical value 
to be derived from it. 

With due respects to Mr. Alle- 
man, this writer feels that if the 
education department would be 
as earnest in the application of 
educational psychology as it is in 
the advocating of it, the students 
might appreciate its merits more. 
One of Dewey's main principles is 
that knowledge should be applied 
as much and as soon as possible. 
Surely the educational instructors 
do not feel that the students here 
have achieved a state of mind that 
is so mature it does not need any 
of these psychological aids to the 
gaining of knowledge. If this is 
the impression they have, then 
they must be disillusioned. Educa- 
tional psychology is practical, and 
because of this, it can be applied 
in colleges and institutions of 
higher learning. Until the educa- 
tion department can realize the 
value of practical application, its 
work will fall upon barren ground.

Beyond The Campus

The Mutual Defense Pact just' 
concluded by England and France, 
which involves exchange of all 
military secrets, war materials, 
and munitions of war, returns 
Europe back to the pre-war days. , 
Once again we have Europe divi- 1 
ded into two armed camps. The 
spark to ignite a new world con- 
flagration may come from any 
number of sources. Latvia is 
threatened by Poland. Czecho- 
slovakia is threatened by Ger- 
many. Italy has already sent her 
army into Spain. Austria has suc- 
cumbed to German aggression. 
And Hungary is taking the lead 
from Germany and is demanding 
part of Czechoslovakia on the 
grounds that there is a Hungarian 
minority being oppressed there. 

* * * 

In the Far East the picture is no 
better. Japan is waging an un- 
declared war against China. Re- 
ports of conflict between Russian 
and Japanese-controlled Man- 
chukan troops are becoming more 
numerous. Japan has already gone 
on a war-time footing. Britain has 
just completed new fortifications 
on her naval base at Singapore 
and the American Congress has 
just passed a billion dollar ap- 
propriation for its navy. 

* * * 

While the picture is black, there 
are still a few rays of hope. There 
will be no war until the dictatorial 
countries feel that they are strong 
enough to have at least an even 
chance. The democratic countries 
with the possible aid of Russia 
have the advantage at present. If 
these countries, with the coopera- 
tion of the United States which 
would almost inevitably be pulled 
into any world war, would co- 
operate economically and from a 
military standpoint, there is a good 
possibility that the war-provoking 
conditions could be alleviated. The 
elimination of trade barriers, a 
more equitable division of the 
colonies, markets, and sources of 
raw materials are essential before 
world peace can become more than 
an idle dream. There is still time, 
but the time is growing shorter 
and shorter.

"After High School— What?" The 
folder is an attractive light blue 
and contains, besides a list of the 
classes offered this summer, an 
open letter from President A. A. 
Fredericks, a summary of expen- 
ses, a list of the special summer 
features such as the Band School 
and Clinic and the courses in 
Contemporary World Problems 
and pictures of the points of in- 
terest on the campus as well as of 
some of the campus activities. 

Similar bulletins have been sent 
to the teachers in the state who 
have not received degrees. 

Reports from the President's 
office indicate that the bulletins 
are being cordially welcomed.

The Student Council favors 
the following changes in the 
Student Body Constitution. That 
the following articles be amend- 
ed to read as they are printed 
here: 

Article V. Qualifications 

Section I. Student Body Offi- 
cers. The student body officers 
shall be resident junior or first 
term senior students according to 
term hours at the beginning of 
the term of office and shall have 
a minimum general average of 2.0 
quality points for each term hour. 

Section n. Class Officers. The 
class officers shall be resident stu- 
dents in the first or second term 
according to term hours of the 
class from which they are elected 
and shall have a minimum gen- 
eral average of 2.0 quality points 
for each term hour. 
Article VII. Election of Officers 
Section I. General Student 
Body Officers. The Student Coun- 
cil may nominate two candidates 
for each office, said names to be 
presented at a duly constituted 
meeting of the Student Body in 
the Spring Term, following an- 
nouncement at the preceding Stu- 
dent Body meeting. Nominations 
may be made from the floor after 
announcement of names by the 
Student Council. Election shall be 
by the Australian ballot. The first 
primary shall be held Wednesday 
following the nominations, and 
the second primary is to be held 
Friday of the same week. 

Section IV. Dormitory Councils. 
The dormitory council in each 
dormitory shall be elected during 
the last six weeks of the Spring 
Term by majority vote of the resi- 
dents of that dormitory, to hold 
office from the beginning of the 
Fall Term until the end of the 
following Spring Term. Women 
students boarding in town shall 
elect a council by majority vote 
during the first week of the Fall 
Term. Each dormitory shall elect, 
during the first week of the Sum- 
mer Term, a council to serve dur- 
ing the Summer Term. 

Officers in the Freshman Dor- 
mitory shall be elected by the 
dormitory resident women of the 
Spring Term from upper classmen 
assigned to residence in the Fresh- 
man Dormitory. 

Article VIH. Vacancies 
Section III. Student Council. 
In case of vacancies other than 
those of Section 1 and Section 2 
of Article VIII, the offices shall be 
filled as provided for by the con 
stitution of the organization to be 
represented. In the event of a 
vacancy in representation from

The second annual band school 
and clinic will be offered from 
June 1 to July 2 under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Paul Yoder of Chicago, 
Illinois, and Prof. L. Bruce Jones 
of Little Rock, Arkansas, while 
Dr. George Howerton of Hiram, 
Ohio, will conduct the vocal school 
and clinic during the same period. 

Other special teachers in the 
band school and clinic will be 
Dwight Davis, bandmaster at the 
C. E. Byrd high school in Shreve- 
port; and Howard Voorhies, di- 
rector of the Lafayette high school 
band. 

Courses in band conducting, 
class-instrument teaching and 
band and orchestra arranging will 
be offered in the band school and 
clinic, with work in school choir 
problems, choral conducting and 
class voice presented in the vocal 
school and clinic. Each course will 
carry a three-hour credit, officials 
stated. 

The special courses will be open 
to music teachers and supervisors 
as well as high school music stu- 
dents. Weekly concerts will be 
staged on the open air theatre of 
the college, the vocal school stu- 
dents scheduled to appear each 
Friday evening and the band 
school students each Saturday 
night during the short course. 

Other courses in the music de- 
partment of the college will be 
taught by the regular members of 
the music faculty.

The practice of giving credit for 
summer school work in the ele- 
mentary grades has been discon- 
tinued, it was announced last week 
by Murphy P. Rogers, dean of 
students. In the future twelve 
weeks' credit will be given for nine 
weeks work only to students who 
have failed during the school year. 

Reasons for the change as given 
by Dean Rogers are first, that 
under the present set-up, the chil- 
dren are given a shorter period of 
training as compared with chil- 
dren from other schools, and sec- 
ond, that they finish high school 
too young. Then, too, promoting 
children four times a year makes 
it necessary for one teacher to 
have several groups of students 
which is a disadvantage to the 
student, and a hardship for the 
teacher. 

Dean Rogers believes that the 
new plan will be advantageous 
to the health of young children 
inasmuch as emphasis will be 
placed upon body-building activi- 
ties, and upon general physical 
and social development. 

It was stated that a lack of 
funds has made it impossible to 
operate school busses this summer. 

Additional information concern- 
ing the revised summer program 
may be secured from L. H. Dyson, 
principal of the elementary school.

Concerning The 
Radio Programs 



In this issue is printed a story concerning the radio 
poll recently conducted by The Current Sauce, and the 
suggestions revealed by the poll of student opinion. Many 
of these suggestions were valuable and constructive and 
Mr. O. R. Crew, program director, is to be complimented 
for accepting them in this manner. 

Mr. Crew has almost singlehandedly arranged and 
conducted the programs since their inception almost a 
year ago and although the radio policy has been determin- 
ed by the committee in charge, still cooperation extended 
Mr. Crew has been largely conspicuous by its absence. To 
Mr. Crew The Current Sauce has nothing but bouquets to 
offer for his efforts but to the radio programs themselves, 
to the radio committee and to the lack of cooperation 
among the different departments we have much criticism. 

If, as our president has repeatedly told us, the opinion 
of the students will always be right in the long run, then 
the opinion of the students concerning our present pro- 
grams should be given due consideration. And the opinion 
of the students is that the programs should be rehearsed, 
that there is now too much ad-libbing and that there is too 
much string band music. These are the facts of the poll. 

Now as to what course should be taken in revamping 
the radio policy, the problem becomes more difficult. For 
criticism of the program is easy, but improvement requires 
real work and an interest in the program and the school. 

If the programs were carefully rehearsed, if the script 
was written out and if the string band was not emphasized, 
there is still the more fundamental problem of what is the 
nrogram to consist of, who is going to cooperate, who can 
>e relied upon every Sunday as the string band is now 
relied upon to fill in the gaps when a scheduled number 
does not appear? 

The radio committee meeting today should seriously 
consider these problems and should take some step toward 
their solution. If a policy of conscientious rehearsal of 
broadcasts and the sponsorship of higher types of music 
along with more student participation in all phases of the 
program is incorporated with the most essential element 
of cooperation, then a definite step will have been taken 
to improve the broadcasts. To these goals The Current 
Sauce in conjunction with Mr. Crew has pledged itself and 
promises cooperation inevery way that it can be of service.

In recent years there has de- 
veloped a great interest in visual 
education. The Normal has shown 
a deep interest in this field. The 
visual education room in the li- 
brary which was planned to aid 
visual education has been equipped 
with new curtains and is especial- | 
ly adapted to the carrying out of 
the visual education program of 
the college. Beautiful large scale 
imported maps have been placed 
in the room as well as a large map 
of Louisiana with electric bulbs 
which flash on and show the loca- 
tion of the larger cities in the 
state. 

The climax to the year's contri- 
bution is a unique collection of 
150 slides on Louisiana and 200 
on European subjects made by Dr. 
John S. Kyser. head of the division 
of social science and professor of 
geography at the college. 

All of the slides were made from 
a collection of negatives which 
Professor Kyser has accumulated 
as a resiut of several years' work. 
The European slides were made 
during a{ summer in Europe and 
those of. Louisiana are the result 
of a pefeonal study by Professor 
Kyser. £f>me of them are of special 
interest/ because they were made 
on fleldf tours which he conducted. 
The greater number have been 
maskea and bound by Miss Emma 
Nell Hhillips, assistant in visual 
education. The larger number of 
them fire in black and white, but 
abouf 30 of the Louisiana slides 
haver been hand painted by Miss 
ps. 

college has been particular- 
ly /urtunate in securing a copy of 
tlif John La Tourrette map of 
7 which was lent by Mr. Paul 
cournau. brother of Associate 
ofessor Ducournau. The map 
recovered from the attic of 
ie old Plauche place in the Cane 
iver country after its purchase 
the Ducournau family. This 
copy of the famous map is in the 
best condition of any in the 
libraries of the state and one of 
the best in the United States. 

The map is particularly inter- 
esting because it shows not only 
the boundaries of the parishes but 
also the plantations which existed 
nearly a century ago. The map is 
being framed by the men in the 
manual training shop. 

Photostatic copies of the Bar- 
tholemy Lafon map of 1906 and 
the Catsby Graham map of 1838 
have been secured from the orig- 
inals which are in the Library of 
Congress. The maps were receiv- 
ed in sheets of standard photo- 
static size and after trimming and 
matching them, Miss Phillips ce- 
mented them together to make 
mosaics which, from the point of 
view of utility, are as good as the 
originals. The map will soon be on 
display either in the visual educa- 
tion room or in the library.
